On This We Can Agree 


We’re quite friendly around the Chronicle 
office, but on occasion, my boss Nick 
Barbaro and I will scrap over the distinc¬ 
tion between our news reporting and our 
political columns, of which we have three 
in current rotation. I’ll try to throw up fenc¬ 
es and say “This belongs here” and “That 
belongs there.” And Nick will respond that 
there’s no distinction between the two, 
not really - that what we do here at the 
Chronicle is advocacy journalism. 

And he’s right, of course. Our journalism 
is riddled with advocacy - we encourage 
our writers and reporters to have a voice, 
a point of view - and our advocacy 
is informed by our research, our 
reporting, and our lived expe¬ 
rience. We’re not sneaky about 
it; that kind of (cough, loaded 
word incoming) agenda is part 
of the alternative weekly tra¬ 
dition, and our regular use of 
the self-descriptor “progressive’ 
is meant to be another neon sign 
announcing where we’re coming from. 

Now, advocacy journalism gets a little 
trickier - at least from the outside look¬ 
ing in - when we’re not all advocating 
the same thing. Contrary to the popular 
opinion among our commenters: There 
is no hive mind, no monolithic Chronicle 
stance, but rather a wide swath of experi¬ 
ence and opinions reflected in the paper. 
That’s especially apparent in this week’s 
issue, where we’ve got one foot each on 
two of Austin’s third-rail topics du jour: the 
Land Development Code, and the District 
Attorney race. Between the two, we’ve got 


more than 20,000 words spread between 
five bylines, and we haven’t reached a con¬ 
sensus any more than the rest of Austin has 
on these highly polarizing issues. Which I 
think makes for pretty interesting reading. 
□ 

You can’t talk about the D.A. race without 
talking about the perception of many that 
the D.A.’s Office is not doing its best when 
it comes to prosecuting sexual assault cases 
and providing support to survivors, and you 
can’t talk about that without talking about 
Sarah Marloff. (No, seriously: The New York 
Times has relied on her reporting.) 

When Sarah told me last month 
that she and her wife were moving 
back to D.C., I was gutted, and 
frankly my stomach still hasn’t 
recovered. She’s been with the 
Chronicle for almost seven years 
now, in a variety of roles, and in 
the ones she holds now - associate 
News editor and Qmmunity editor 
- she’s been a star. A determined, 
deeply empathetic reporter and two-time 
winner of the Chronicle’s “Best of Austin” 
Readers Poll Award for Best Journalist, Sarah 
has made her name covering social and crim¬ 
inal justice issues. She also reinvented our 
LGBTQ+ coverage under the “Qmmunity” 
umbrella, launching an even more inclusive 
and ambitious queer space in the Chronicle. 

Lucky for us, Sarah’s been mentoring her 
replacement, Beth Sullivan, ever since she 
handpicked her as an intern a couple years 
ago, and we’re all excited to see Beth grow 
into this new role. Still: Sarah, we’re gonna 
miss you so damn much. ■

What Are Y’all Afraid Of? 

Framing the gains and losses on all sides of Austin’s battles over land use 


When you study communications, you 
learn quickly about framing effects and 
how loss framing is more potent than gain 
framing. A classic example - it’s even 
illustrated on the Wikipedia page for 
“framing effect” - is a patient con¬ 
sent form for surgery If you say 
there are complications in 10% 
of cases, people are quite reluc¬ 
tant to sign; if you say there are 
no such problems 90% of the 
time, that reluctance dissipates. 

Y’all get it, I’m sure. 

I thought of this when I saw our 
friend Audrey McGlinchy over at KUT 
quote on Twitter one of the city’s Land 
Development Code consultants about the 


ongoing rewrite: “Most of the city, we don’t 
think anything would really change signifi¬ 
cantly.” This is empirically true, even with 
the theoretical additions to development 
capacity in the LDC’s new base zon¬ 
ing districts; those changes don’t 
directly force property owners to 
do anything, and most will not. 
I’m sure y’all get that, too. 

But does the consultant’s 
quote represent loss framing or 
gain framing? He meant it per¬ 
haps to manage expectations and 
perhaps as reassurance, but of course 
not everyone took it that way. For urbanist 
voices who are already disheartened by what 
they see as backsliding on the Council major¬ 


ity’s commitment to abundant and affordable 
housing everywhere in Austin, it’s a loss to 
say their efforts aren’t going to make that 
much of a difference, even if we all get the 
rational basis behind the assessment. And for 
many of the people in areas that will change 
- that are already changing - the fact that 
others have no cause to worry is cold comfort. 

WHAT STAKE DO YOU HOLD? 

We may call those worried people 
“NIMBYs,” and in practice NIMBYism is 
all about loss framing. The stakes held 
by “stakeholders” in a developer-vs.- 
neighborhood battle are often quite asym¬ 
metrical when rendered in black and white.

Conning up with some truly mental capacity numbers

On one side, you have a lot of money being 
spent before any is made, and a lot of peo¬ 
ple’s hard work and professional skill and 
reputations that are placed at risk; on the 
other is, most of the time, a series of poten¬ 
tial but not inevitable harms. Some of those 
are grave enough to snap people to atten¬ 
tion - threats to people’s safety or irreplace¬ 
able historic or environmental resources. 

Others are threats to “neighborhood 
character” and whatnot that are easy to 
discount or mock, but they are still threats, 
which means they are more potent than 
the countervailing urbanist messages about 
choices and opportunities. This would be 
true regardless of how people feel about 
change in the abstract, or what socioeco¬ 
nomic capital or privilege they each possess 
or enjoy, or what stories brought them to 
the battle being waged. 

It can be more true based on those fac¬ 
tors, which is why in its latest LDC draft, 
City Hall is dialing back the redevelopment 
capacity of neighborhoods more at risk of 
“gentrification,” which equates to loss, than 
elsewhere. In some of those same neigh¬ 
borhoods, including where I live in Central 
East Austin, that capacity has been dialed 
up in prior decades in the interest of “revi¬ 
talization,” which equates to gain. Those 
plans, such as for East 11th and 12th streets, 
were, as they say, overtaken by events. 

WHERE WILL YOU CALL HOME? 

Much has been said in the LDC debate 
about “speculation” in East and Central 
Austin that a higher-capacity code could 
unleash. When it’s not being used simply as 
a euphemism, that term also now equates to 
loss, even though many longtime East and 
Central property owners, again including 
myself, have benefited or will do so from 
the escalating value of our homes. Just as 


steady central city employment near the 
median income kept Austin’s urban core 

- even on the Eastside, even in the past - 
from collapsing, the homes those jobs paid 
for are now pension plans. 

“Speculation” used to describe shaky and 
shady real estate deals, propped up by grifts 
of varying legality, to build where there 
was no real demand, even in an Austin that 
was booming then as it is now. The cre¬ 
ation of those places instead of sustainable 
places within urban Austin - aided by per¬ 
verse incentives within the LDC we’re now 
replacing - forced generations of Austinites 
into false choices that likewise equate to 
loss: all of the toxic and unjust absurdities 
of the sprawl-driven life, from road rage to 
climate change to substandard wages. 

As urbanism has become political and 
mapped onto other political forces and 
movements, its gain framing of choices and 
opportunities - of people-centered place¬ 
making as a fun and exciting antidote to 
boring, ugly auto sprawl - is being replaced 
by loss framing of threats and outrages. The 
new LDC is not utopian; it would legalize 
and rationalize changes that are already 
happening in many submarkets (defined by 
location, housing type, and/or price point) 
within Austin. Those opposed to a new code 
do not fear a bunch of condos being built 
and then sitting empty; they’re afraid of 
them being full of newer, richer Austinites 
who’ll wipe old ones off the map. 

But urbanists now have the same fears 

- that without more new housing all over 

town, they’ll be the ones forced to leave. The 
process, if you can call it that, for deciding 
who gets to stay in Austin’s housing market 
as it evolves, within whatever the new LDC 
allows, may or may not be “just,” depending 
on your values. But it will have winners and 
losers among people on all sides of the cur¬ 
rent conflict. ■ 


Back in the Middle Ages, before social 
media ate up all their free time, theologians 
liked to argue about how many angels can 
dance on the head of a pin. These days 
we don’t believe in angels, and theologians 
have more worldly topics to debate, but we 
have statisticians, and politicians, and when 
you get the two together, they can spin out 
truly remarkable theoretical debates that 
would put the old-time theologians to shame. 

Housing capacity has become City Coun¬ 
cil’s favorite political football in the debate 
over the Land Development Code rewrite, 
completely divorced from reality and 
subject to being inflated or deflat¬ 
ed at will, to back up whatever 
argument Council and staff want 
to make. The basic concept is 
simple: We want to make sure 
there’s enough capacity - enough 
vacant or underused properties - 
for all the housing we want to see 
built. But of course, you only want to 
count properties where there’s a realistic 
chance of something getting built. But that 
requires someone’s judgment of what’s real¬ 
istic ... and that’s where things start getting 
goofy, and numbers start flying everywhere. 

The most ludicrous example of statistical 
malpractice was highlighted at Tuesday’s 
Council work session as staff and consul¬ 
tants reconfirmed: All calculations they use 
for housing capacity assume that no exist¬ 
ing housing will be redeveloped. Let me 
repeat that: As Council members squabble 
over whether the housing capacity should be 
three times the housing blueprint goals or 
more than that, the numbers they are using 


assume that all of these transition area 
upzonings that are angering the affected 
homeowners will have zero effect and will not 
create a single unit of new housing. Here 
that is one more time, because the logic is 
so totally nonsensical that you may not really 
believe it: Council is asking staff to rezone 
huge swaths of the central single-family 
housing, specifically to facilitate and encour¬ 
age redevelopment into multiplexes, and 
then to measure the number of new units 
this will result in. And staff’s response is: 

OK, but our methodology is to assume that 
not a single one of those houses 
will be redeveloped, so, after 
doing some high-level mathemati¬ 
cal calculations that only our 
experts would understand, the 
answer is: zero. You’re welcome. 
(Mayor Adler, who’s not nearly 
as dumb as he pretends to be at 
moments like this, hopped on the 
crazy train Tuesday, hailing staff’s cal¬ 
culation as constituting mathematical proof 
that the rezonings may not have the dire 
effects many residents fear.) 

I could not make this shit up. This is the 
way your city is being “planned.” 

□

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T he City Council will take up a light 
agenda on Thursday, Feb. 6, as mem¬ 
bers and their staff spend most of 
their energy on preparing for the second (of 
three) required votes to approve the Land 
Development Code revision next week (see 
“How We Got Here,” p.20, and “What’s New 
in Draft Two,” p.28). At the meeting, Council 
is set to approve an eight-month contract 
with Matthew Doherty to provide consult¬ 
ing services on homeless response policy at 
a cost not to exceed $95,000. Doherty recent¬ 
ly resigned as executive director of the U.S. 
Interagency Council on Homelessness 
after he disagreed with the direction of 
President Trump’s homelessness policy. 
Another item will combine contracts with 
Axon Enterprise Inc. to provide Austin 
police officers with Tasers, body cams, and 
the software to manage them for three 
years at a cost not to exceed $48.2 million. 

City Hall’s focus this week has already 
shifted to the LDC, with work sessions on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, Feb. 4 and 5, 
where CMs had an opportunity to discuss 
the latest version of the code text and zon¬ 
ing map, and to ask staffers from the rewrite 
team about new and old concerns. Meetings 
are scheduled each day Tuesday through 
Thursday (Feb. 11-13) to allow for debate on 
amendments to the second draft of the 
code, which was released on Friday, Jan. 31; 
Thursday’s expected second-reading vote 
will propel the years-long LDC rewrite 
effort into its home stretch, with third and 
final reading later this spring. 

The Tuesday session was dominated by 
discussion of revised housing capacity fig¬ 
ures, which have been greatly reduced from 
the first draft of the LDC, released in 
October, primarily as a response to Council 
direction asking for reduced upzoning in 
parts of Austin vulnerable to gentrification. 



Calm Before the Code 

Council prepares for Round 2 of the land use rewrite

Using the Uprooted study conducted by 
University of Texas researchers as a guide, 
the code rewrite team downzoned all transi¬ 
tion zones that aligned with areas identi¬ 
fied in the study as being “susceptible” to 
gentrification or in the “early” stages of it to 
R2 - the equivalent of single-family zoning 
in the new code. Transition zones that over¬ 
lap with “late” and “dynamic” areas in 
Uprooted were zoned R3 and R4, respective¬ 
ly, only the latter of which is 
considered a transition zone. 

(For a deeper dive into these 
changes, and a refresher on 
the specifics of each pro¬ 
posed new zone, see p.28 and 
online.) 

The effect of these anti-gen- 
trification measures, com¬ 
bined with other directives 
from Council that more gen¬ 
erally reduced the size of TZs 
across the city, amounted to 
an estimated reduction of 
about 5,000 “missing middle” housing units 
- the house-scale structures (townhomes, 
fourplexes, etc.) that are bigger than single¬ 
family homes, but smaller than apartment 
complexes. A chart shared by staff shows lit¬ 
tle change in the extent of TZs (referred to as 
“Missing Middle Zones”) in Council Districts 
7, 8, 9, and 10 - those that encompass most of 
the city’s central and western neighborhoods. 
At the same time, the missing middle capac¬ 
ity in Districts 1 and 3, primarily east of 1-35, 
were reduced by about half or more. Overall, 


staff estimates the second draft’s total hous¬ 
ing capacity at somewhere between 351,000 
and 410,000 units (of all types, not just miss¬ 
ing middle), compared to 397,000 in the first 
draft of the code. 

The high end of that range presumes the 
success of proposed density bonus programs 
- incentives for developers to create afford¬ 
able housing units in exchange for reduced 
parking requirements and greater height 
allowances. The new draft 
introduces a new bonus, 
dubbed by staff the Equity 
Area Bonus Program, in areas 
identified as “vulnerable” to 
gentrification in Uprooted. 
Developers there will have to 
set aside at least 10% of their 
units at affordable rates - 
without the alternative of pay¬ 
ing a fee-in-lieu to the city 
instead. Council will have to 
approve redevelopment of any 
site in these areas that already 
contains multifamily housing. 

One fear is that reducing future housing 
capacity in vulnerable areas will actually 
exacerbate their gentrification. Mayor 
Steve Adler gave voice to the predicament 
at the Tuesday work session: “Do we make 
a choice that has an impact on people living 
there now, even though it means you’re 
losing an opportunity to have more people 
there 10 years from now? This vote done to 
further equity could have the opposite 
impact,” Adler said. “There is no right 


answer to this question; both are born of 
trying to create equity.” 

Where and how intensely the new code 
should map transition zones is critical, 
although they account for a geographically 
small percentage of the city. A planner with 
Cascadia Partners, one of the consultants 
hired to work on the LDC rewrite, put it 
simply: “We don’t think that there’s capaci¬ 
ty for change in most of the city,” Alex 
Steinberger said. “It’s really confined to 
corridors and centers.” 

Most of Council appears to approve, if 
reluctantly, of staff’s new mapping of TZs. 
But Kathie Tovo - whose central-city 
District 9 includes the largest proportion of 
TZs - is still pushing for a reduction in the 
depth of these zones, pointing to the policy 
guidance adopted by Council last May that 
indicates TZs should extend into neighbor¬ 
hoods by about two to five lots. Some in 
District 9 extend much deeper than that: 
“The feedback from me has not changed,” 
Tovo told staff on Tuesday. “It’s still unclear 
to me why the mapping is triple [that depth] 
in some places in my district and that’s not 
happening in other parts of town.” 

Annick Beaudet, co-lead of the rewrite 
team, explained that all TZs started with a 
two to five lot depth, but some were expand¬ 
ed after staff took into consideration the 
configuration of lots on each street, and the 
use of their “planning judgment” to deter¬ 
mine where deeper TZs made more sense. 
Tovo acknowledged that some D9 corridors 
were significantly downzoned in the new 
draft, but said the staff’s effort “hasn’t 
resolved what is a substantial issue in the 
neighborhoods I represent.” As we went to 
press, Council was in the middle of a briefing 
on environmental impacts in draft two of the 
LDC. We’ll have more on that and other 
changes, online and in print next week. ■

WE CANT WAIT 
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Going Nowhere Fast 

Racial disparities persist and worsen in APD traffic stops

From 2015 to 2018, Black and Hispanic 
drivers in Austin were stopped and arrested 
by the Austin Police Department at rates 
greater than their share of the city’s popula¬ 
tion, while white and Asian drivers were 
stopped and arrested at rates beneath their 
share of the population. 

A new report compiled by the city’s 
Office of Police Oversight, Office of 
Innovation, and Equity Office looks at traf¬ 
fic stops and arrests involving the four 
largest racial groups in Austin: white, 
Hispanic/Latinx, Black/African American, 
and Asian. The analysis shows that Black 
drivers accounted for 15% of traffic stops 
during the four-year period, although Black 
people account for only 8% of the city’s vot¬ 
ing-age population, according to 2010 cen¬ 
sus data, meaning they are overrepresent¬ 
ed in stops by 7%. 

Meanwhile, white drivers were under¬ 
represented by 7%; whites account for 54% 
of Austinites 18 and older, but only 47% of 
traffic stops conducted by Austin police 
officers. Hispanics represent 31% of the 
city’s adult population and 33% of traffic 
stops, while Asian people represent 6% of 
the adult population and 4% of traffic stops. 

The disparities in arrests stemming 
from those traffic stops are even worse. 
In those interactions, the report finds, 


Black people are overrepresented by a 
staggering 17%, and Hispanics overrepre¬ 
sented by 12%. In 2018, white drivers were 
arrested after a traffic stop at a rate 23% 
lower than their share of the city’s popula¬ 
tion - a rate that declined over the four- 
year study period. 

Conversely, in both stops and arrests, 
Black and Hispanic Austinites grew more 
overrepresented over that four-year period. 
For Black drivers, the difference in stops vs. 
population share started at 4% in 2015, but 
grew to a high of 7% in 2018. For Hispanic 
drivers, there was no difference between 
population share and stops in 2015, but by 
2018 the difference had grown to 2%. 

For the authors of the report, their find¬ 
ings confirm the lived experiences of peo¬ 
ple of color living in Austin: APD has a 
racial profiling problem. “The data bears 
that out,” Chief Equity Officer Brion Oaks 
told the Chronicle. “We’ve seen the num¬ 
bers worsen across citations, searches, and 
arrests since 2015, and the tough conversa¬ 
tions on how we improve those numbers 
have to begin now.” 

Annually, APD releases a Racial Profiling 
Report (required by state law), which tallies 
up the number of stops, searches, and other 
interactions, broken down by race. But 
those reports don’t include the relative pop¬ 


ulation representation of each racial group 
- context that’s key in understanding how 
different demographic groups are treated 
differently by the police. Without that added 
context, the authors argue, the APD report 
on racial profiling does not do enough to 
communicate the extent to which the 
department has failed to reduce disparities 
in racial profiling. 

Police Chief Brian Manley’s response to 
the report has been to acknowledge the dis¬ 
parities identified in the report in one 
breath, but then call for “deeper analysis” 
in the next. “We are committed to better 
policing here in Austin,” the chief told us on 
Tuesday, “but we need a deeper analysis [of 
the data], because we need to understand 
what is driving these disparities so we can 
better understand how to implement solu¬ 
tions more effectively.” 

One way additional analysis could help 
provide more context to the OPO report, 
£ Manley explained, is 
h to determine how the 
2 distribution of officers 
o throughout the city 
w impacts racial dispari¬ 
ties in stops and 
arrests. Some parts of 
the city have a higher 
concentration of offi¬ 
cers, so people living 
in those communities 
are more likely to 
interact with the 
police, so their chanc¬ 
es of being stopped 
naturally increase. 

Manley characterized 
this strategy as the 
department respond¬ 
ing to data showing 
them where crime 
occurs in the city, and 
deploying resources 
there to police it. 

The report’s authors 
see that as part of the 
problem. “It’s common 
for law enforcement to 
explain disparities as a 
result of more crime in 
communities of color,” 

OPO Director Farah 
Muscadin told us. But 
when the rate of stops 
and arrests is double that of a particular 
demographic’s share of the population, 
Muscadin said, “the response can’t just be, 
Well there’s more crime in communities of 
color.’” Rather, looking at how APD distrib¬ 
utes officers can help address the dispari¬ 
ties identified in the report, while also 
helping communities within Austin that 
feel underserved and would like a greater 
police presence. 


Manley has highlighted strides APD has 
already taken to reduce biased policing 
practices among its officers. In a memo 
responding to the report, Manley identified 
a dozen such initiatives, such as publishing 
its racial profiling and use-of-force data 
online, instituting implicit bias training 
for all sworn personnel, working with advo¬ 
cates to develop a de-escalation protocol, 
and reducing arrests for offenses eligible 
for citation under the Freedom Cities policy 
adopted by Council. 

Still, as Manley wrote in the memo: 
“Despite all of these efforts, disparities 
have persisted.” He agrees with some of the 
recommendations outlined in the report, 
including contracting with a third party to 
assess “enforcement practices, cultural 
norms and customs, training, [and] account¬ 
ability procedures” to learn how they may 
impact racial disparities, and improving a 
tool the department currently uses to iden¬ 
tify officers at risk for 
problematic behavior to 
include indicators that 
they may be practicing 
biased policing. 

The report comes at a 
time when one investi¬ 
gation into allegations 
of racism within the 
department’s top ranks 
is concluding, to be fol¬ 
lowed closely by anoth¬ 
er, more widespread 
examination of the cul¬ 
ture at APD and wheth¬ 
er it fosters bigotry from 
top to bottom. Manley is 
aware that the conflu¬ 
ence of these factors - 
the allegations, the 
reviews, and now the 
report - are impacting 
trust in the department, 
and he reiterated his 
commitment to imple¬ 
menting the recommen¬ 
dations that stem from 
the reviews into culture 
«_ and policies at the 
z department. 

E But for Muscadin, 
n the most important 
| thing Manley can do 
now is to fully, without 
caveat, acknowledge the APD racial profil¬ 
ing problem. “We can’t fix the problem if 
[APD] doesn’t acknowledge it exists,” she 
told us. “It’s difficult to take an acknowl¬ 
edgment seriously that comes with a cri¬ 
tique of the report. These are difficult con¬ 
versations, but we need to have them so we 
can get to the end goal, which is safer com¬ 
munities, fair administration of justice, and 
equitable policing.” ■

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“Basic Humanity” 

Lawmakers ask D.A. to free Rosa Jimenez now

On Monday, Feb. 3, five Austin state rep¬ 
resentatives sent a letter to Travis County 
District Attorney Margaret Moore appeal¬ 
ing to her sense of “justice and basic 
humanity,” asking that she release Rosa 
Jimenez. Jimenez is serving a 99-year sen¬ 
tence for the murder of a toddler in 2003, 
but her guilt has been questioned by U.S. 
District Judge Lee Yeakel, who late last 
year ordered that she be retried or released 
by Feb. 25. The Texas Attorney General’s 
Office, with Moore’s apparent consent, is 
trying to push that deadline back indefi¬ 
nitely and keep Jimenez in prison. 

The letter from the five representatives - 
Vikki Goodwin, Donna Howard, Gina 
Hinojosa, Celia Israel, and Sheryl Cole - 
asked Moore to ensure that “an innocent 
person does not linger in state custody.” 
Jimenez has developed stage IV kidney 
disease and the representatives fear that 
continued incarceration will become a 
death sentence for her. “She will likely 
require dialysis or a kidney transplant in 
the near future to remain alive,” they write, 
“but she is unable to register on a trans¬ 
plant list while she is a prisoner of the 
state.” 

Moore responded within hours with a 
letter of her own. It did not address the rep¬ 
resentatives’ concern that Jimenez might 
die in prison while awaiting a retrial and did 
not strongly endorse the notion of her inno¬ 


cence. Instead, Moore pointed out that the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals recently 
delayed any retrial of Jimenez while it con¬ 
siders Yeakel’s ruling. She said she has 
appointed a team to determine if the case 
can or should be retried, and she has asked 
the Conviction Integrity Unit to review it as 
well. Meanwhile, she has met with the moth¬ 
er and uncle of the deceased child. “They are 
understandably distressed and disturbed,” 
Moore writes. “They feel the loss of this child 
as if it happened yesterday.” 

Jimenez was babysitting 21-month-old 
Bryan Gutierrez in her North Austin apart¬ 
ment in 2003 when he collapsed, unable to 
breathe. EMS was called and removed a 
wad of paper towels from his throat. By 
then, Gutierrez’s brain was severely dam¬ 
aged. He died months later in hospice. 

Jimenez, an undocumented immigrant 
who spoke no English, was charged with 
murder even though there was no witness 
to the event, no sign of struggle, and she 
had no history of violence. Prosecutors pre¬ 
sented three expert witnesses who insisted 
it was impossible for a toddler to get a large 
wad of paper towels stuck in his throat on 
his own. The trial judge refused requests by 
Jimenez’s court-appointed attorney for 
money to hire the same caliber of experts 
the state had called. They instead put a 
medical examiner on the stand who arrived 
with no resume and who, during a break in 


the trial, told prosecutors they could “go 
fuck [themjselves,” a comment later used to 
discredit his testimony. The prosecutors’ 
expert witnesses - and little else - con¬ 
vinced the jury that Jimenez was guilty. 

In 2009, the Innocence Project came 
onto the case, filing a habeas appeal and 
presenting nationally known experts who 
testified that children do indeed get large 
objects stuck in their throats. A new trial 
was ordered for Jimenez in 2010, canceled 
by the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals in 
2012, and ordered again last October. In 
January, representatives of the A.G.’s Office 
- aware of Jimenez’s medical condition - 
asked the 5CA to keep her in prison; Moore 
said she awaits that court’s response. 


Goodwin learned of Jimenez’s case from 
Vanessa Potkin, Jimenez’s lead attorney 
and the Innocence Project’s director of post¬ 
conviction litigation. Like the five represen¬ 
tatives, Potkin laments the broken family 
connections caused by Jimenez’s conviction. 
“Her daughter was 1 [year old] and nursing 
when Rosa was arrested,” she said. “Her 
son, who she gave birth to in jail a few 
months after her arrest, was taken from her 
as soon as he left the womb.” Those chil¬ 
dren, now 17 and 18 years of age, have been 
raised by foster parents in the Austin area. 
Potkin said if Jimenez is released she’ll 
likely return to her parents’ home outside 
Mexico City. They have not been allowed to 
visit her during her incarceration. ■

The Money Race 

The 2019 fourth-quarter fundraising efforts in the U.S. Senate and congressio¬ 
nal campaigns have been posted to the Federal Election Commission website, 
creating a little more grist for the “Who’s Up, Who’s Down” grinding mill. 

“Money don’t get everything, it’s true” - but if a candidate doesn’t possess suffi¬ 
cient funds to be competitive across a 750,000-person district (let alone a state 
the size of Texas), all the good policy ideas they can fit into a briefcase will not 
matter. In that spirit, some financial notes (all numbers are as of Dec. 31,2019): 

• MJ Hegar, Amanda Edwards, Cristina Tzintzun Ramirez, and Royce West all 
appear to have adequate resources for final Democratic primary runs. Hegar has 
raised more than $3 million this cycle, and had more than $1 million cash-on- 
hand; the others have COH amounts of $525,000 (West), $331,000 (Edwards), 
and $230,000 (Tzintzun Ramirez). 

• The remaining Dem candidates drop off the cliff, most surprisingly former 
Houston Congressman Chris Bell, who had only $8,000 left in his kitty (presum¬ 
ably, he’s done). The others are not within bad-check distance. It’s all relative, of 
course: GOP incumbent John Cornyn reported a cool $12.1 million in his pocket, 
which he won’t need to dispatch a handful of Republican pretenders before he 
begins drowning the airwaves in earnest this summer, when the victorious 
Democrat will be needing to raise a hefty infusion of new cash... 


Even Mo’ Money 

In Austin’s six congressional districts, new campaign finance numbers 
have also been posted. Some updates worth noting: 

• TX-10 (Austin/Houston): The three Democrats have enough to com¬ 
pete, with Pritesh Gandhi and Shannon Hutcheson each at about 
$450,000 COH and Mike Siegel trailing at $150,000 COH. (Not reflected 
on the base FEC report is how much of those funds are future-pledged 
toward an eventual general election run.) 

• TX-17 (Austin/Waco/College Station): The current Dem numbers don’t 
reveal much - Dem candidate Rick Kennedy has raised about $49,000 and 
spent nearly $39,000; late filer David Jaramillo has raised $14,000 and 
spent almost nothing. A third Dem candidate, William Foster III, has yet to 
file a campaign finance report. On the GOP side, carpetbagger Pete 
Sessions might have a run for his money - at least five Republican oppo¬ 
nents report sufficient funds for aggressive primary campaigns. 

• TX-21 (Austin/Kerrville/San Antonio): In this nationally watched race, 
Wendy Davis has outraised GOP incumbent Chip Roy, and each held in 
excess of $1.2 million (doesn’t mean much until the general). Democrat 
Jennie Lou Leeder soldiers on, but reported only $3,600 in the bank as 
of the end of the year. 


• TX-25 (San Marcos/Austin/Ft. Worth): Returning Democrat Julie 
Oliver ($130,000 COH) leads the money race over newcomer Heidi 
Sloan ($82,000), but Sloan has sufficient resources to be competitive 
through the primary. Incumbent Roger Williams will then deploy his 
$1.4 million COH, but either Oliver or Sloan will outwork him, and that 
might be enough to pull off an upset. 

• TX-31 (Austin/Killeen/Temple): A hard one to handicap for money or votes, 
where returning Dem Christine Eady Mann has been working for more than 
two years and held $46,000, but businesswoman Donna Imam had spent 
little of her original kitty ($187,000 COH). The others (Eric Hanke, Dan 
Janjigian, and Tammy Young) were late entries, and it’s difficult to tell from 
their December numbers where they stand now. Can you say “run-off”? 

• TX-35 (Austin/San Antonio): Incumbent Rep. Lloyd Doggett has a 

token opponent, Rafael Alcoser III, who hasn’t yet filed an FEC report. 
Doggett is not threatened in the primary or general, and will be able to 
spend at least some of his nearly $5 million strongbox to support other 
Dems. -Michael King

A Community 
Considers Its Roots 

In visiting Growing Your Roots 2020: The Inaugural 
African American Genealogy Conference - the first 
event of its kind in the state -1 found myself this past 
weekend in a strange admixture of emotions as an attend¬ 
ee and as a panelist. There aren’t a lot of public spaces for 
the African American experience; for this auspicious event 
to have been sanctioned by the city of Austin brings a 
measure of promise to comparable future events. 
Simultaneously, in listening to the stories of longstanding 
Black Austinites, the notion of a city complicit in - and 
even the direct cause of - so much Black struggle housing 
this event felt only vaguely reconciliatory and short-armed. 

It was intriguing to sit on the panel “Black Roots in 
Austin, Texas: A Discussion With African American Legacy 
Families,” where Black elders described generations of 
city building as happening upon them. This isn’t to sug¬ 
gest the discussion was a dreary affair; most of the panel¬ 
ists illustrated deep and rich histories, some dating back 
to the 19th century. One woman, Ada Stewart-Harden, 
expressed this duality. First she described a “wonderful” 
experience growing up in East Austin as the last of nine 
children. She also comes from a lineage of well-educated 
people and added that she currently has “a grandson and 
five nieces and nephews at Huston-Tillotson University.” 

Eventually, though, it became a conversation about the 
community’s losses, driven by an economic violence 
underlined and underwritten by the city. Stewart-Harden, 
a graduate of LC. Anderson High’s class of 1954, said her 


mother asked her, “Why are you moving out so far out of 
town?” when she purchased her home near Webberville 
Road. 

“Now I get letters all the time about whether I’m going 
to sell my house,” she noted. 

Another elder, Dr. Beulah Dukes, said, “You haven’t 
lived until you leave your house to go wherever you’re 
going, and come home and see a ‘For Sale’ sign in your 
yard.” 

The most visceral comments I heard were from Volma 
Overton Jr., the namesake of the notable civil rights 
activist and president of the NAACP’s Austin chapter from 
1962 to 1983, who marched beside Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. in the fateful march to Selma, Ala. Overton discussed 
the necessity of remembrance of what was in East Austin, 
not unlike the other elders. He also described the intermit¬ 
tent suspension of public services for Blacks residing in 
the Clarksville area, and other wrongs never made right 
by the city. 


However, unlike the other guests of honor, Overton’s 
words were washed in palpable rage. It was more than 
the rusted bitterness that settles in, resolved to the 
reality of things past; it was as if the events had only 
just happened: “A lot of us are angry about what hap¬ 
pened to us, what they did to us. I’m still angry.” 

Overton, in truth, serves as proxy for the simmering, 
unresolved anger and resentment of generations of 
Black Austinites. It is unlikely they ever will be 
resolved. As great as the event was, it was born out of 
the idea that Black people must make themselves 
whole. 

Because we’ve never seen any comprehensive resti¬ 
tution in this country, it made me wonder: How does a 
city in Texas, or the South, make amends to Black peo¬ 
ple? Where do ideas of rectification and equity even 
begin in places uncommitted to practical anti-racism, 
nor ready take accountability and slough off its warts?

Progress on Austin FC 
Stadium on Pace for 
Spring 2021 Opening 

As of Feb. 4, construction workers have met all 
schedule demands for completion of the 20,500-seat 

Austin FC Stadium at McKalla Place, near the Domain 
in Northwest Austin. 

“We’ll have a better sense of the exact [opening] 
date when we get through the finalization of the struc¬ 
ture in late June or July of this year,” said Austin FC 
President Andy Loughnane on a Tuesday tour of the 
site. “There’s so much construction in this area, so we 
have to manage our schedule around other projects 
that are being developed, but we are on target for a 
spring 2021 delivery.” 

Since the groundbreaking ceremony in September, 
workers have made significant progress at the 24-acre 
site: excavating an enormous pit for the field, building 
the framework for the eastern, southern, and western 
grandstands (the latter’s lower level will include the 
premium Field Club and locker rooms), and erecting 
the three-story North Building’s ground floor, home to 
the box office and merchandise shop, which will be 
open 10am-5pm, Monday through Friday, in addition to 
event days. 

As for the top two floors’ purpose... “We haven’t 
announced [those] yet - we’re working on it,” said 
Loughnane, refusing any specific hints. Also already in 
the works is special grass being grown at a sod farm in 
Arizona, slated for installation this fall. 

Considering the stadium’s colossal capacity, detrac¬ 
tors have argued the planned 835 parking spaces is too 
scant. But Loughnane feels confident their multimodal 
strategy - which includes “thousands of spaces found 
within a 15-minute walk,” parking at the Domain, and 
encouraging patrons to rideshare, carpool, bike, and 
even walk - will succeed. 

“For us, this is a huge point of pride,” said 
Loughnane. “We’ll deliver what’s going to be an asset 
for the community.” - David Brendan Hall

Rolling Stones Headed for COTA 

Last week, the Chronicle learned the Rolling Stones have scheduled a concert at 
Circuit of the Americas for Sunday, May 24 - Memorial Day weekend. On Monday 
morning, that still-unpublicized news seemingly confirmed itself with a Downtown 
art tag. The mural at 110 E. Riverside - onetime site of “ultimate ladies club” La Bare 
(male dancers for women) and, briefly, Sixth Street live music venue Steamboat - 
then changed again on Tuesday. Whereas “It’s just a kiss away,” a lyric from “Gimme 
Shelter” repeated four times, adorned the thoroughfare to start the workweek, 24 
hours later a snippet of “You Can’t Always Get What You Want” complemented the 
graphic with “Get what you need.” 

On the UK quartet’s 2017-19 No Filter tour, which docked in only one Texas locale 
last year (revisit “The Rolling Stones Storm Houston in Only Texas Date,” July 29, 
2019), the group’s advance team planted a pair of Warholian lips in the cities hosting 
the 58-year-old British Invasion survivors. Neither the legendary band nor its PR 
team, pioneers in rock & roll publicity since day one, have announced a spring jaunt, 
but the venue - configuring the show around the racetrack as they do for FI events 
rather than SRO’d into the amphitheatre - and personal accommodations for band 
members themselves are already on the local books, according to industry sources 
across multiple Central Texas cities. 

The Stones - Sir Mick Jagger, 76; Keith Richards, 76; Charlie Watts, 78; and 
Ronnie Wood, 72 - last performed in Austin on Sunday, Oct. 22,2006, during the A 
Bigger Bang Tour. The show appeared on DVD the following year in a box set com¬ 
memorating the promotional trek. What many believed a once-in-a-lifetime event, 
the Rolling Stones in Austin’s Zilker Park (see review, “TCB Music News: You Got Me 
Rocking,” Oct. 27,2006), now hopefully prompts lightning to strike twice in the live 
music capital. - Raoul Hernandez

She’s the first announced name for the 20th annual 
Texas Film Awards, to be awarded in a star-studded 
ceremony on March 12 - the night before SXSW begins 
- in the newly renovated Stage 7 at Austin Studios 
(tickets available at www.austinfilm.org). At a special 
breakfast announcement ceremony at AFS Cinema, 
Austin Film Society CEO Rebecca Campbell noted that 
the ceremony is the society’s biggest annual fundraiser 
and helps fund the AFS Grant program for new and 
emerging independent filmmakers. “It’s a tremendous¬ 
ly important night for us,” she said. 

Raised in Dallas, Dever gave one of SXSW 2019’s 
breakout performances as the delightfully awkward 
Amy Antsler in Olivia Wilde’s beloved teen comedy. 
However, she was already well known to South By 
audiences from her performance as the volatile and 
emotionally isolated Jayden from 2013’s Short Term 12, 
and that’s if they didn’t already know her from her TV 
performances as Eve in Fox’s massively successful sit¬ 
com Last Man Standing. They’ll definitely know her 
now as Loretta McCready in Justified on FX or for her 
Golden Globe-nominated performance as rape victim 
Marie Adler in Netflix’s Unbelievable. AFS’ Head of Film 
& Creative Media Holly Herrick said, “Kaitlyn Dever 


really fits the mold of the Texas Film Awards Rising 
Star who has already made a major impact with her 
work and is poised to do more great things.” 

After a two-year run at the AFS Cinema, the ceremo¬ 
ny moves back to Austin Studios (as Herrick called it, 
“our home base”). The society is already stacking the 
talent outside of this year’s to-be-announced hall-of- 
famers, with a familiar face returning to Austin. Parker 
Posey has long been known as the queen of the indies, 
having worked with just about every major studio- 
shunning director (Christopher Guest, Gregg Araki, Noah 
Baumbach, Jill Sprecher, and of course Richard Linklater 
in both Dazed & Confused and Suburbia ), and now she’ll 
be the evening’s emcee. 

As for entertainment, AFS has booked Grupo 
Fantasma and Brownout co-founder, multi-talented 
multi-instrumentalist, and producer Adrian Quesada 
as musical director. Currently enjoying Grammy- 
nominated success with his new band, Black Pumas, 
he’s assembling an all-star band for the night (think of 
it as a warm-up for the Pumas’ upcoming and 
record-breaking four-night stand at Stubb’s in May). 

Herrick called Dever’s honor “a great start” to the 
awards and promised more winners in the subsequent 
weeks, including inductees into the Texas Film Hall of 
Fame. “Texas Film Awards honors stars and icons of 
Texas who have such a big legacy in Texas film culture, 
and continue to make a big impact.”

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How We Got Here 

When did the single-family home go from being the 
American Dream to being the new urbanist nightmare?

Well, Austin is once again locked in one of 
our emotionally brutal and seemingly end¬ 
less civic disputes, this one over the Land 
Development Code (LDC) rewrite. That may 
sound boring, and it pretty much is, but the 
result will affect every Austin resident as 
long as each of us lives, or lives here. 

As Austin civic conflicts go, this one 
has it all. It features traditional face-offs 
like “neighborhoods and environmental¬ 
ists vs. developers,” but also fairly novel 
formulations like “developers and environ¬ 
mentalists vs. neighborhoods.” Additional 
battle lines divide younger residents from 
older ones, and newcomers from Austin 
old-timers; renters from homeowners; the 
10-1 City Council from the old at-large sys¬ 
tem; urbanists from preservationists and 
homeowners; and the new Austin left from 
longstanding central city progressives. 
Multiple sides stake claim to the banner of 
racial justice. 

Yes, it’s a wang-dang-doodle of an Austin 
dispute, but one we should consider based 
on what makes sound public policy, with a 
particular look at history. One fundamen¬ 
tal dynamic underlying the LDC proposal 
is the political rise of Austin’s urbanist 
community - and that community’s colli¬ 
sion with single-family neighborhoods and 
homeowners in Austin’s central city. 


The tenets of urbanism should be familiar 
to regular Chronicle readers: city living with 
businesses and other services located within 
walking distance of residences, even mixed 
in with residences. Urbanists despise sprawl, 
support strong mass transit, and want devel¬ 
opment to be much less oriented around the 
automobile than has been the post-World War 
II pattern in the United States. 

Apartments and condos are seen as pref¬ 
erable to single-family housing so as to 
accommodate more people on less land with 
less sprawl. Additionally, urbanists support 
a broader range of housing types than just 
single-family homes or large apartment 


complexes. This is the “missing middle” 
housing referenced so often in LDC discus¬ 
sions. The city’s Austin Strategic Housing 
Blueprint defines “missing middle” as includ¬ 
ing “bungalow courts, side by side duplexes, 
stacked duplexes, triplex, fourplex, live/work 
and small multiplexes.” Missing middle is 
seen as a housing solution for service indus¬ 
try workers, teachers, and many others who 
work in lower-paying jobs and face serious 
financial obstacles in finding housing within 
Austin, especially Central Austin. 

In the past, urbanism usually included 
respect for existing single-family neigh¬ 
borhoods - often with a vow to protect 


those neighborhoods even as nearby areas 
were transformed according to urbanist 
principles. An example of an urbanist 
neighborhood in Austin would be Mueller, 
the redevelopment of the old airport - 
although urbanists would generally like 
Mueller to be more oriented toward mass 
transit. Hyde Park also has many urbanist 
features, although it has too many single¬ 
family homes for the taste of many of 
today’s Austin urbanists. 

In recent years, urbanist thought has 
shifted against single-family housing. 
One document referenced often by Austin 
urbanists is a map showing the city’s single¬ 
family areas as subject to an “Apartment 
Ban.” A recent Facebook post by a leading 
Austin urbanist criticized a Brentwood resi¬ 
dent who said the top priority of that neigh¬ 
borhood’s plan is preserving single-family 
housing: “Any plan that calls out preserving 
the least affordable and least sustainable 
form of living as a top priority is a fail from 
the start.” 

These ideas helped shape the “transition 
zones” in the LDC rewrite passed by Coun¬ 
cil on Dec. 11 (7 to 4, with Council Members 
Kathie Tovo, Leslie Pool, Ann Kitchen, and 
Alison Alter voting against). This calls for 
large swaths of existing neighborhoods, 
almost all in the central city, to be upzoned

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to allow four to six housing units per lot, 
with eight to 10 possible if developers choose 
to take advantage of affordable housing 
bonuses (and can fit that many units on the 
lot). These zones are generally located on 
streets next to “corridors,” i.e., main streets. 
(Transition zones are somewhat reduced in 
newly reduced maps. See p.28.) 

Simultaneously, the rewrite would elim¬ 
inate on-site parking requirements for 
developers in transition zones and raise 
height limits to range from 30 to 40 feet 
next to existing homes. (Staff has discussed 
lowering these slightly). Residents fear, 
among other things, the impact on their 
quality of life of imposing, 40-foot multi¬ 
family structures suddenly rising next door. 

Ironically, many urbanist principles 
are consistent with those espoused in a 
series of Austin planning efforts dating 
back to the 1970s - efforts whose strongest 
supporters were concentrated in single¬ 
family central city neighborhoods that, they 
believe, are part of the very soul and spirit 
of Austin. Today, many Austin urbanists 
argue these same neighborhoods are the 
center of NIMBYism and the major cause of 
sprawl. That’s even though the folks living 
in central-city neighborhoods, by defini¬ 
tion, did not participate in sprawl when 
choosing their housing. Many thought they 
were, rather, participating in the American 
Dream of homeowner ship, though most 
also realize that dream has gotten a lot 
harder for younger generations to attain. 

A SEMI-BRIEF NOTE ABOUT 
THE AUTHOR 

To those who’ve been reading the Chron¬ 
icle for a while - you are not having a flash¬ 
back. For everyone else: I wrote about local 
government and politics in these pages 
from 1989 to 1995, back in the ancient era 
before electronic publishing. I left in 1994 to 
run for mayor, was narrowly defeated, came 
back, and then left again in 1995 to run for 
and win a seat on the at-large City Council, 
where I served from 1996 to 2005. 

After opting not to seek a fourth term, in 
2007 I took a newly created job at Austin 
Water as assistant director of environment¬ 
al affairs and conservation. My hiring was 
somewhat controversial at the time, but I 
pressed through - overseeing the utility’s 
water conservation, land conservation, cli¬ 
mate and other environmental efforts as 
a member of its executive team. I retired 
from Austin Water and the city of Austin on 
Dec. 31. 

I loved my years at Austin Water. It was 
challenging, I worked with a lot of really 
wonderful and dedicated people, and I got 
paid for doing things I believed in. That’s 
hard to beat. But the hardest thing for me 
was not being able to participate in, or pub¬ 
licly comment on, local politics. 


There is a really good city rule that exec¬ 
utives (assistant directors and up) cannot 
be involved in local politics. You don’t want 
them to be weighing in or taking sides in 
campaigns or on local issues, and I knew 
that was the case when I took the job. Still, 
those who remember me from earlier years 
might be able to muster some scintilla of 
understanding of just how hard that was for 
me. But I did it, and it was worth it. 



I began to worry that 
if I came back to 
journalism after the 
LDC passed, I would 
rightly get asked - or ask 
myself - "Where were 
you a few months ago?” 

With my retirement, I am no longer 
silenced. And I always planned to try to get 
back into local and regional journalism - 
although not quite this fast. Still, you may 
be wondering: “Daryl, why on Earth would 
you want to begin your retirement years by 
writing about Austin’s Land Development 
Code? Why aren’t you traveling or just 
lounging around?” 

Those are really good questions. I will not 
rule out seeking psychological help later, 
but right now, here’s my thinking. I planned 
to take at least three months, maybe six, 
before getting back into journalism - during 
which time I would relax, travel, and look 
into starting my own micropublication. 

As I followed the LDC rewrite, however, I 
gradually changed my mind on this timing. 


I mean, this is a huge, complicated, conse¬ 
quential deal. Despite a relatively high level 
of participation, I don’t believe enough folks 
are aware of the gravity of the issues at stake. 
I hope to provide some additional insight. 

I also began to worry that if I came back 
to journalism after the LDC passed, I would 
rightly get asked - or ask myself - “Where 
were you a few months ago?” So I called the 
Chronicle and asked if they would be open 
to me writing on the LDC. They said yes, 
and here we are. 

I realize that my wading into this issue 
might be controversial and could anger 
some folks. I am willing to take that chance. 
At worst, if I make a lot of people really 
mad, then that would be a good time for me 
to travel. If anything, I would like to help 
find common ground, but mainly I just 
want to report and inform about the LDC. 

I also checked with the city’s ethics attor¬ 
neys before publishing anything, to make 
sure I do not violate any rules. As I already 
knew, I cannot disclose any confidential 
information and I have to disclose if I 
write on anything over which I had signif¬ 
icant authority. I will go beyond that: I did 
not work on the LDC except peripherally, 
through the separate and different Water 
Forward plan, which has a few elements 
that will ultimately go into the LDC. Those 
are very different and separate from the 
zoning, land use, and community relations 
issues discussed here. 

Also in the interest of disclosure, I want 
to note that I do not live in a proposed tran¬ 
sition zone. I live in and own, along with my 
wife Adela Mancias, a single-family home 
between Ben White and Stassney, in an area 
being rezoned to allow duplexes. 

As veteran Chronicle readers might 
recall, I did not try to hide my viewpoint 
in my earlier writing. At the same time, I 
did not hide facts or opinions that might 
work against my viewpoint. I also tried to 
be as entertaining as possible in hopes of 
drawing in more readers and making the 
material easier to absorb. I will try to do 
all that here, too, although I have to warn 
readers that it is very difficult to make the 
Land Development Code entertaining. 

So what is my viewpoint on the LDC? 
There is definitely some truth to the fram¬ 
ing of this dispute as being between urban¬ 
ists and preservationists. I probably fall 
more in the preservationist camp, but I 
also agree with some fundamental urban¬ 
ist principles - like disliking sprawl and 
supporting urban density and serious mass 
transit on its own right of way. I believe that 
it does not have to be one or the other. 

Back in the old days, I was known as a 
pretty anti-developer guy - although there’s 
more to it than that. Along with many 
other Austinites, I was indeed resistant 
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to a lot of development in and around the 
city, and I was pretty vocal about it. I par¬ 
ticularly didn’t like intense development in 
the Barton Springs Zone and the drinking 
water supply watersheds. I also fought to 
protect East Austin neighborhoods, includ¬ 
ing helping to prevent the former Ben’s 
Long Branch Bar-B-Q (where Franklin is 
now) and the historic Victory Grill on East 
11th Street from being torn down. 

All that work was trying to maintain what 
so many of us loved about Austin even as 
the city grew. That spirit was consistent 
with the Austin Tomorrow Plan of 1979, 
which called for a “compact city” with des¬ 
ignated growth areas - some to the east and 
west (though nowhere near today’s bound¬ 
aries), more stretching farther north and 
south - and for lighter development over 
the Edwards Aquifer and near the Highland 
Lakes, our drinking water supply. 

Critically, in Texas the plan did not have 
the force of law and was often not followed. 
When I later ran for office, I promised to 
try to return Austin to the principles of 
Austin Tomorrow, and worked hard to keep 
that promise. I voted numerous times for 
higher density along key urban corridors, 
sometimes while angry crowds glared at 
me or jeered. My staff helped steer develop¬ 
ers of small-lot infill subdivisions through 
the LDC and the city approval process. I 
supported affordable housing where many 
neighbors were opposed. 

Our Council oversaw the creation, with 
significant participation from surrounding 
neighborhoods, of the successful plan for 
Mueller and hired a firm to carry it out. I 
even helped forge settlements with devel¬ 
opers who had grandfathered entitlements 
over the aquifer, settlements that I think 
have stood the test of time. 

For decades I have supported rail in 
Austin, and between Austin and San 
Antonio. While serving on Council and the 
Capital Metro board, I helped put a major 
rail package before voters in 2000, which 
narrowly failed - the biggest disappoint¬ 
ment of my Council years. We followed up 
with commuter rail on tracks Capital Metro 
owned. Voters approved that, and it is still 
the only rail transit Austin has. The idea 
was to follow fairly quickly with more rail, 
but it didn’t work out like that. I still think 
Austin needs a strong rail system. 

I’m not saying all this to open old wounds 
or reengage old arguments. I’m just saying 
it to emphasize that I’m not a knee-jerk 
anti-development person, as I suspect some 
might characterize me once they read this 
article; call me paranoid. 

As you might imagine, I am a bit more 
sympathetic to Council members now than 
in my old days at the Chronicle, particularly 
when they take unpopular votes that they 


believe are in the best interest of the city. I 
respect their willingness to endure animos¬ 
ity. I also admit that I sympathize with the 
Council’s apparent irritation with some of 
our local activists. 

OK, enough about me; let’s talk about the 
LDC rewrite. 

THE HOUSES WE LIVE IN: 
URBANISTS TURN ON SINGLE¬ 
FAMILY HOMEOWNERS 

The rewrite has reignited some long¬ 
standing animosity toward Austin develop¬ 
ers, with opponents asserting the proposed 
LDC benefits them more than anyone else. 
This negativity irks Mayor Pro Tern Delia 
Garza, who recently reminded her col¬ 
leagues that developers built the homes 
we all live in. Meanwhile, Council Member 
Greg Casar opined that Austin remains 
“trapped in the 1990s” with a mentality of 
being either pro- or anti-development. 

Really? The Nineties? Animosity toward 
developers goes back way before the 1990s 
- actually way before Casar was born. But 
yes, most of us live in houses or apartments 
built by developers, whose work does not 
always have to damage neighborhoods or 
the environment. So, as a compromise, how 


about we also acknowledge that virtually all 
developers want to make as big a profit as 
they can - not necessarily a criticism - and 
let’s stipulate that developers probably do 
not have the highest per capita rate of altru¬ 
ism among groups of folks in Austin. 

So what benefits do developers get from 
a new code? First, the plan is for an easier- 
to-use LDC that will allow them to move 
through the approval process much more 
quickly. Second, they get increased entitle¬ 
ments all over town, including at least two 
residential units on thousands of lots where 
currently only one is allowed. In transition 
zones, developers could get much more 
than that on any single-family lot they man¬ 
age to purchase: entitlements for four to six 
housing units even without using the city’s 
affordable housing incentives. 

Earlier I mentioned a Facebook post that 
ridiculed preserving single-family housing 
as “a fail from the start.” That comment 
was from Planning Commissioner Greg 


Anderson, who added that those participat¬ 
ing in Brentwood’s neighborhood plan pro¬ 
cess were “typically older, whiter, single¬ 
family homeowners.” 

As one of those older white people liv¬ 
ing in a single-family house, I will try to 
explain how so many of us ended up like 
that without anticipating that one day, we 
would enrage cadres of younger white peo¬ 
ple like Anderson. A lot of us older whites 
are aware that the American Dream has 
gotten a lot harder for younger generations 
to attain, and support a variety of ways to 
help address that issue - both on the local 
and national level. For example, older white 
people in Central Austin have repeatedly 
voted by large margins for affordable hous¬ 
ing bonds - although that alone will not 
solve the problem. 

There are good reasons that people, not 
just white people, like to live in single¬ 
family homes. They have privacy. They have 
yards, which are really good to have when 
raising kids. As people age, they hope to be 
able to pay off their houses, retire without 
a house payment, and age in place. Those 
homes are the No. 1 way that most families 
pass on wealth to younger generations, who 
can move in or pursue other options - most 


all of which will increase their comfort or 
add to their financial well-being. 

In Central Austin, there are a couple 
of other factors. Single-family homeown¬ 
ers there, especially in neighborhoods 
like Hyde Park and others, didn’t join the 
sprawl. They didn’t gentrify the Eastside. 
They helped build or maintain healthy 
neighborhoods that allowed Austin to avoid 
the level of central city urban decay that 
happened across America. They went about 
their lives, only to learn recently that they 
are now part of the problem. 

Yes, houses in the central core cost more 
than many can afford, especially many 
members of Austin’s minority communi¬ 
ties, but we don’t know the individual sto¬ 
ries of each person who owns one. People 
of all races like single-family homes. The 
wealth gap, including a gap in homeowner- 
ship, between whites and Blacks or Latinx 
is unconscionably wide. Still, many African 
American and Latinx Austinites, and many

others, both live in single-family homes and 
aspire to homeowner ship, especially fami¬ 
lies with children. 

This can be seen in the traditional neigh¬ 
borhoods in East Austin, even as gentri- 
fication wracks them; thousands of fami¬ 
lies with generations-long roots take what 
money they can get for their homes and 
buy new homes in Pflugerville, Manor, or 
wherever they can afford them. Hopefully 
more ways can be found to help them stay, 
but many won’t want to live in four- or 
eightplexes in predominantly white neigh¬ 
borhoods, even if those somehow turn out 
to be affordable. Will Anderson also direct 
his wrath at them? 

Council members have joined in the 
antagonistic rhetoric. Natasha Harper- 
Madison chastised Hyde Park residents 
for racist deed restrictions dating back 
more than a century, ignoring that such 
deed restrictions existed all over the city 
and the nation. And Delia Garza had a sur¬ 
prising response to a resident who sent her 
videos and slideshows identifying existing 
affordable housing in a central neighbor¬ 
hood. The mayor pro tern replied: “I’m 
always so impressed by the level of advo¬ 
cacy from constituents in other districts 
and the time they can commit to taking 
photos of their neighborhoods and pro¬ 
ducing videos. Many of my constituents 
can’t commit the time to a similar level of 
advocacy because they are busy working 
several jobs and still struggling to get food 
on the table for their families, while also 
struggling to pay all their bills to keep 
their lights on and to stay in Austin. I’m 
certain many of them would love to live in 
a neighborhood like yours.” 

NO SEAT AT THE TABLE? 

One way that an older person such as 
myself can contribute to a community con¬ 
versation is by providing a little history 
- especially when it appears that history is 
not being adequately considered in crafting 
a critically important policy. That includes 
the history of minority representation in 
Austin government and politics. In one 
op-ed piece, CMs Garza, Casar, Pio Renteria, 
and Jimmy Flannigan wrote: “The current 
broken land use code was created and 
amended under the at-large system, where 
many communities were denied a seat at 
the table in our city planning.” Then 10-1 
allowed “underrepresented communities to 
finally have a seat at the table.” 

As a former member of an at-large 
Council, I view the claim that “underrep¬ 
resented communities” were “denied a seat 
at the table” as a bit of a stretch. I assume 
that the four Council members were refer¬ 
ring primarily to Austin’s African American 
and Hispanic communities. Beloved and

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respected members of those communities 
for decades have literally had seats at the 
Council dais, as elected members or as city 
executives. The late Gus Garcia, with whom 
I proudly served, was elected mayor. How 
can the mayor not have a seat at the table? 
Who wants to take the side of the argument 
that he didn’t? 

All of these folks undoubtedly faced 
struggles to accomplish what they did, 
beyond anything white people faced. And I 
do not presume to speak for any of them or 
how they might feel about the LDC or any¬ 
thing else. I will argue, however, that they 
were “at the table.” 

One thing they all did, beginning with 
Berl Handcox and John Trevino Jr. - Coun¬ 
cil’s first African American and Mexican 
American members, elected in 1971 and 1975, 
respectively - was press to diversify the city 
workforce at all levels. They were successful 
at that, and their efforts resulted in people 
from underrepresented communities taking 
seats at all kinds of tables. For example, when 
Spencer Cronk took over as city manager in 
February 2018, he was the first white man 
to hold the job in more than 30 years. That 
diversity was one of the most rewarding and 
inspiring aspects of working for the city. 

Then there are the many minority and 


East Austin community leaders who advo¬ 
cated tirelessly and effectively for the good 
of the whole city - many who have passed 
on, and others who continue their hard 
work and advocacy. These are, and were, 
very substantial people. Their success can 
be seen in the community facilities built in 
East Austin over the decades of the at-large 
system, including Conley-Guerrero Senior 
Activity Center; the Carver Museum, 
Cultural Center, and Library; Lorraine 
“Grandma” Camacho Activity Center; Roy 
G. Guerrero Metropolitan Park and Onion 
Creek Metropolitan Park (begun under the 
at-large system and finished under 10-1); 
and many other parks, affordable housing 
developments, health clinics, and recre¬ 
ation centers. If those communities did 
not have a seat at the table, then how did 
so many of these projects happen? 

And, since the four Council mem¬ 
bers specified “city planning,” let’s note 
that the chair of the Austin Tomorrow 
task force was East Austin native Mike 
Guerrero. Renteria himself was chair of the 
Community Development Commission for 
many years, which made recommendations 
to Council for the allocation of social ser¬ 
vice funds that were often accepted intact. 
Did Renteria not have a seat at the table 
when he held that position? 
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COUNCIL MAJORITY’S 
LONELY PLACE 

While Garza, Casar, Renteria, and Harper- 
Madison - and sometimes even Flannigan 
and Mayor Steve Adler - invoke racial 
equity as a core reason they support the 
LDC rewrite, the majority is actually in 
something of a lonely place when it comes 
to support from Austin’s minority commu¬ 
nities - especially from those who have 
been toiling in the trenches for years. That 
dynamic was apparent at the December 7 
LDC public hearing. 

Early that morning, a group of citizens 
led by Planning Commissioner Carmen 
Llanes Pulido played a video produced 
for the occasion, featuring interviews of 
representatives from a variety of minority 
groups, all of whom were against the LDC

rewrite. Llanes Pulido stepped to the mic 
afterward and tied it together. Among other 
points, she disputed whether Council could 
get meaningful affordable housing through 
the rewrite: “You will never be able to pro¬ 
duce any units as affordably as the ones you 
have right now.” Llanes Pulido also called 
for more time: “Slow this down, give us 180 
days. You have an incredibly resourceful 
community who can help you find solu¬ 
tions.” She concluded: “Equity does not 
mean degrading public process, people, and 
the environment, who have a good quality 
of life. It means increasing protections for 
people who haven’t had it.” 

Soon thereafter Maya Pilgrim rose, rep¬ 
resenting Communities of Color United. 
Pilgrim maintained, “This process has not 
been at all equitable. Nor has it effectively 
engaged those under threat of being pushed 
out of their homes, with few options left to 
them in Austin.” She added, “Upzoning 
and density do not equal affordability,” and 
criticized “this ridiculous fast-tracking.” 

Later came a bevy of speakers from the 
Austin Justice Coalition and Planning Our 
Communities, the latter group launched 
specifically to increase minority participa¬ 
tion in the LDC rewrite and other planning 
efforts. Both groups are often aligned with 
Garza, Casar, Renteria, and Harper-Madison 
- all of whom attended POC’s kickoff press 
conference in September. Still, most of the

POC and AJC speakers stopped short of 
outright support for the LDC rewrite as cur¬ 
rently drafted. Most, if not all, voiced sup¬ 
port for Garza’s proposed Equity Overlay 
- intended to lessen the impact of transition 
zones on communities at risk of gentrifica- 
tion, a concern also invoked by staff. Most 
of the AJC and POC speakers also opposed 
more density being added to “neighbor¬ 
hoods of color” and called for building more 
affordable housing in West Austin. 

Later came Ana Aguirre, a Southeast 
Austin neighborhood leader, explaining 
that she was speaking for neighbors who 
don’t speak English, because the LDC 
materials are all in English. Though not 
receiving LDC information, Aguirre noted, 
those homeowners are getting multiple cold 
calls from people wanting to buy their prop¬ 


erties. They don’t want to sell, said Aguirre; 
they tell her, “This is our home, we were 
hoping to get old here.” 

Then, in what had to wound the progres¬ 
sives on Council, Aguirre said the LDC 
added a new burden to what these Spanish 
speakers are already enduring from Trump 
administration policies. “What is being 
done ... is not something that is being done 
for those families, it is something that is 
being done to those families,” she added. 

Later, veteran East Austin activist Daniel 
Llanes called for delay for more discus¬ 
sion and offered a long list of alternative 
approaches. Other prominent opponents in 
minority communities include neighborhood 
leaders Patricia King and Seth Fowler, Susana 
Almanza of PODER, and Nelson Linder, head 
of the local NAACP chapter. Almanza and 


Linder both called for delay until policies 
to mitigate displacement are put in place. 
Meanwhile, although the Council majority 
touts transition zones as a path to integra¬ 
tion and racial justice, few, if any, voices 
have emerged from minority communities to 
advocate for transition zones. 

A SHORT HISTORY OF 
AUSTIN SPRAWL 

Local urbanists routinely attribute sprawl 
to the NIMBY attitudes of central city 
neighborhoods; it’s not clear the Council 
majority understands that history either, so 
here we go. A trigger warning: This section 
may contain negative information about 
Austin developers. 

As mentioned, the 1979 Austin Tomorrow

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Many developers and 
speculators ignored the 1979 
Austin Tomorrow Plan’s call 
for sparser building outside 
the growth corridors. They 
instead bought property in 
far-flung areas and then 
convinced or cajoled a string 
of Councils to provide city 
utility services through 
municipal utility districts. 
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Plan, the result of extensive citizen input, aimed to prevent, 
or at least limit, sprawl by increasing central city density 
and establishing growth corridors. So what happened? 

Single-family subdivisions as well as apartment com¬ 
plexes did spring up in the Tomorrow Plan growth corri¬ 
dors. Many developers and speculators, however, ignored 
the plan’s call for sparser building elsewhere; they instead 
bought property in far-flung areas and then convinced or 
cajoled a string of Councils to provide city utility services 
through municipal utility districts. This produced a lot 
more sprawl than any NIMBYs were ever able to accom¬ 
plish. While these efforts met various levels of resistance 
on different Councils, the overall pattern was inexorable 
expansion outward, including major incursions into the 
Barton Springs Zone and heavy pressures on the Highland 
Lakes. 

One catalyst for sprawl was explored by Gary Cartwright 
in a 1984 Texas Monthly article about the high-dollar 
enclave of Rob Roy, near both Lake Austin and Barton 
Creek. In 1979, writes Cartwright, Rob Roy was “on the 
verge of collapse” and partners Gary Bradley and John 
Wooley were “hoping for a miracle.” Then, “rumors swept 
Austin that busing [for desegregation] was imminent in the 
Austin school district.” After that, Wooley told the Monthly, 
“it was like we had just opened a new Baskin Robbins 
across from the playground.” 

In the late 1990s, the city designated its Desired 
Development Zone and Drinking Water Protection Zone 
- which I championed - to restore the principles of Austin 
Tomorrow after years of it not being honored. I realize some 
equity activists today characterize the DDZ as simply desig¬ 
nating East Austin to take the brunt of growth. In reality, as 
can be found easily through Google, the western boundary 
was the beginning of drinking water supply watersheds, 
running roughly along MoPac just north of the river and 
significantly west of MoPac in the northwest. South of the 
river, the western boundary was the Barton Springs Zone; 
at the time, the springs itself was still part of the drinking 
water supply. We also considered protecting the springs a 
generational responsibility. 

The DDZ followed the Save Our Springs Ordinance - a cit¬ 
izen initiative overwhelmingly approved by Austin voters in 
1992 - which established stricter regulations on development 
in the watersheds that contribute to the springs. The SOS 
Ordinance, the DDZ and DWPZ, and accompanying efforts 
did succeed for a time in steering some significant growth 
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off of the aquifer, particularly into Downtown. Hundreds of 
plans and projects, however, were grandfathered by state law 
- passed at the behest of Austin developers - from having to 
comply with SOS. Also, only around one-third of the Barton 
Springs Zone is within Austin’s jurisdiction, and growth 
sprawled into the areas beyond it, into western Travis and 
Hays counties. 

Meanwhile, the multitudes kept pouring into Central 
Texas, and in the years since, development has been 
unceasing both in the core city and outlying areas. As 
the Council majority correctly points out, that growth is 
accompanied by a serious lack of affordable housing, but 
the story is much more complicated than they may realize. 
Sure, there were central city neighbors who fought against 
growth, but thousands of Austin residents throughout the 
years supported efforts to build a compact city. Those sit¬ 
uations varied from zoning case to zoning case and neigh¬ 
borhood to neighborhood. The reality though is that the 
biggest purveyors of sprawl were developers, speculators, 
their allies on Council, and a state government that weak¬ 
ened Austin’s powers to manage its growth - all of which 
produced the sprawl we now deplore. ■

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What’s New in Draft Two 

A look at the latest try at a revised Land Development Code

City staff released a revised version of the LDC text and zoning map last Friday, Jan. 31, 
incorporating changes that City Council requested in December, “with a focus on equity 
and an equitable distribution of housing, the environment, mobility, and housing and 
affordability.” Council and the public have just a few days to study all this material and 
ponder its implications; Council members have until 5pm on Friday to submit any pro¬ 
posed amendments or policy directions, and they’ll start voting on it starting at 10:30am 
Tuesday (see p.12 for more on Council’s schedule). 


THE CODE TEXT: THE GOOD, THE BAD, 

AND THE BAFFLING 

Along with new maps, city staff also released an 86-page Supplemental Report intended 
to summarize nearly 200 amendments now spread across 1,300+ pages of dense legal prose. 
Unfortunately, there’s no “track changes” version available, so it’s hard to find the actual 
code language for some of these amendments, not to mention an estimated 6,000 addition¬ 
al corrections, clarifications, and adjustments newly incorporated into the code text. With 
that disclaimer, here’s a scattershot look at some high- and lowlights from the staff report.

The Good 

• Roughly 300 parcels within local flood problem areas were 
removed from upzoning to transition areas; also, new regulations 
were added to reduce lot-to-lot flooding. 

• Transition area upzonings are eliminated in areas identified as 
most vulnerable to displacement and gentrification by UT’s 
Uprooted study. 

• A new density bonus program is available in all such “vulnera¬ 
ble” areas, requiring 10% on-site affordable units. 

• Transition areas are reduced by one lot’s depth along corridors 
that are “primarily residential in character and use” (see maps). 

• Small neighborhood grocery stores are now allowed in all resi¬ 
dential zones with a conditional use permit. 

• New graduated impervious cover limits and FAR entitlements 
in transition zones are based on the number of units - i.e., you can 
only increase the impervious cover if you’re adding extra units. 

• Improved drainage regs for one- and two-unit and “missing 
middle” housing; missing middle projects with over 50% impervious 
cover now must submit drainage plans. 

• Type 3 short-term rentals (full-time tourist rentals in multifamily 
housing) are prohibited in R4 and RM1 zones. 

• Developers must partner with a city-approved entity to manage 
income-restricted affordable units for projects with three or 
fewer such units, or use a city waitlist of pre-qualified, income- 
eligible households. (Note, however, that that city waitlist process 
does not yet exist and has yet to be defined - that’s outside the 
LDC process.) 

• New policy mandates no net loss of tree canopy and creates a 
tree-planting requirement for residential projects. 

• The SOS Ordinance is preserved intact - for now. 

• Wildfire protections are increased per two amendments 
from Austin Fire Department, with a third amendment 
under consideration. 


The Bad 

• Only six business days to find and review 
thousands of changes in a 1,300-plus-page legal 
document - plus map changes! 

• Still no on-site affordable units required in 
transition zones. Even the fee-in-lieu require¬ 
ment doesn’t kick in until the fifth unit in an R4 
zone or the seventh unit in RM1. 

• Still no protections for existing missing 
middle housing in transition areas. Proposed 
upzonings of many older duplexes, triplexes, and 
garage apartments spells likely displacement for 
renters. 

• Transition areas continue to take a huge bite 
out of established neighborhoods, rezoning 
swaths up to 16 lots wide through the core of 
some areas (see maps). Staff’s one-lot reduction 
doesn’t get it. 

• The Affordable Housing section remains 
bewildering. As a commercial property owner 
myself, I’ve spent hours trying to figure out the 
implications of the new “-V” designation, and 
am still going in circles. 

• Staff may now issue demolition permits if the 
Flistoric Landmark Commission can’t conduct 

a public hearing within 60 days from date of 
application. With an all-volunteer commission 
that only meets once a month, expect a rise in 
unvetted teardowns. 

• Hard-copy maps won’t be out until Friday, 
impacting Council members’ ability to explain 
revisions to constituents, especially in areas pro¬ 
posed for major changes. 

• And finally, no planning! Which brings us to... 


The Baffling 

• The report states: “Development of future district-level planning remains ongoing.” 

Nice thought, but meanwhile a Council majority is poised to rezone huge chunks of the 
city without any planning whatsoever. For countless residents, planning deferred will be 
planning denied. 

• Similarly: “A multipronged, inter-departmental effort to streamline and shorten the site 
plan process remains ongoing.” Given that this was one of the development community’s 
biggest beefs, it’d be nice to have more detail about when and how this’ll happen. 

• There’s added missing middle zoning near Imagine Austin activity centers, and near 
grocery stores (good). Despite that, Tuesday’s work session presentation highlighted the 
fact that there are over 200 acres of greenfield within activity centers that are zoned RR 
or R2 - an apparent bird’s nest on the ground in the hunt for more density that remains 
unexplained and thus far unexploited. 

• Projects with three or fewer units are exempt from ADA parking requirements. Upside: 
Projects with four-plus will have to provide an ADA parking spot. Downside: Residents with 
disabilities who’d hoped to live in new triplexes, duplexes, or ADUs are out of luck - espe¬ 
cially in much of the central city where all on-site parking requirements will be gone. 

• The so-called Preservation Incentive is improved over previous drafts, but still quite 
weak by actual historic preservation standards and in the stated goal of preserving existing 
low-rent housing stock. Keeping 50% of the exterior walls accomplishes neither. Maybe a 
different name would help adjust expectations? 

• Staff say they’ll propose reducing the allowed percentage of Type 3 short-term rentals 
to 10% - but won’t even start that amendment process until after the new code is adopted 
and then it’ll only apply to new projects. This means any multifamily structure on the ground 
before the new code’s effective date can keep up to 25% of units operating as full-time tour¬ 
ist rentals. With our alleged housing shortage, why the delay on this long overdue fix?

Mapping the madness 


TRANSITION AREAS, TRANSITION ZONES 

One of the most controversial components of the LDC revision involves the upzoning of proper¬ 
ties along corridors, centers, and transit priority networks, as defined in Imagine Austin and the 
Austin Strategic Mobility Plan. Compared to the first draft, the new zoning map reduces the width 
of the transition areas by one lot’s depth along corridors that are “primarily residential in character 
and use,” reduces or eliminates upzonings in areas most vulnerable to gentrification, and adds tran¬ 
sition zoning in a lot of places, spread more widely across town. This addresses some of the rather 
heated complaints about how much of the upzoning in the first draft was concentrated in central 
neighborhoods, but results are mixed, and it clearly isn’t going to satisfy everyone. 


Transition areas are the parts of 
town - generally within one to three 
blocks of a corridor, center, or transit 
priority network - that are proposed 
to be rezoned for more “missing 
middle” and multifamily uses. 


Transition zones are the new zoning categories to be applied to 
tracts in the transition areas that are currently zoned for single-family 
homes and duplexes, plus a scattering of other current zonings. There are 
two such zones: RM1 and R4, with one providing more height, more units, 
and more impervious cover nearer to a major corridor, and the other 
slightly less on lots farther away. 


The Duval Street Corridor 

Running north from the UT campus through Hancock, Hyde Park, and Ridgetop, this corridor remains the only 
transition area that’s currently zoned for single-family/duplex housing along almost its entire length. Staff backed 
off the most intense zoning - the RM1 zones are greatly reduced - but didn’t reduce the overall width by the full, 
one-lot depth throughout, which still leaves neighborhoods considerably squeezed, especially at the south end 
(North University and Hancock) and the north end (North Loop and 51st, which actually gained some transition area). 
One other thing of note: The blocks on Avenue A next to Guadalupe and on Duval around 46th are prime examples 
of staff responding to local flooding concerns.

This map, derived from the 
city’s Proposed Zoning Viewer 
tool, highlights the proposed 
new transition zones in red. 


RN1: A residential multi-unit zone, 
allowing narrow lot widths for town- 
homes, duplexes, and live/work 
spaces; and up to six units on a lot (or 10 with 
participation in an Affordable Housing Bonus 
Program). Regs for impervious cover and FAR 
were tweaked in this draft to allow increases 
only for projects providing extra units. 

R4: A residential house-scale zone, 
allowing four units (eight with the 
AHBP bonus), slightly less height 
and impervious cover, and standards intended 
to “maintain a house-scale aesthetic.” 

■ Single-Family/Duplex: 

Properties outside the transition 
areas that are currently zoned SF 
will generally be rezoned to R2A or R2B, 
allowing two units per lot or, in some cases, 
left with their current zoning.

WILL TO SURVIVE 


Austin’s sexual assault controversies roil the D.A.’s race 
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How does it feel seeing sexual assault 
become an election issue? 

“It’s about fucking time,” Erin Martinson 
tells me over coffee. Martinson jumped 
into electoral politics to run against Travis 
County District Attorney Margaret Moore, 
she says, to stand up for rape survivors 
whose rights she believes are being ignored 
by the incumbent and her office. 

Martinson’s fellow challenger Jose Garza 
agrees that a root cause for the “current 
crisis we are in” over Austin and Travis 
County’s handling of sexual assault “is 
the fact that, in 2017, the district attorney 
walked away from survivors and turned her 
back on advocates.” In the three years since 
Moore took office, collaboration between 
survivors, advocates, and law enforcement 
has broken down. The D.A. and her office 
have been accused of mistreating rape sur¬ 
vivors; Moore, her First Assistant Mindy 
Montford, and the office have been named 
in two federal lawsuits over these events. 

As Garza notes, Moore also ended the 
D.A.’s longtime collaboration with the 
Austin/Travis County Sexual Assault 
Resource and Response Team (SARRT), 
which Martinson has served on for sev¬ 
eral years. Since 1992, that task force has 
worked to improve the local response to 
rape and the treatment of survivors, bring¬ 
ing together advocates, law enforcement, 
forensic nurses, and legal entities. Across 
the country, SARRT groups are consid¬ 
ered a best practice, and Austin’s has been 
applauded by entities like Human Rights 
Watch. Many say that the group’s criti¬ 
cal work is weakened without the D.A.’s 
Office at the table. 

The incumbent sees what’s at stake in 
this race differently. Moore told me in an 
email interview that she believes voters 
should look at her across-the-board record 
as a criminal justice reformer, includ¬ 
ing “access to justice, fairness, focusing 
resources on violent crime, compassionate 
treatment for victims, and transparency.” 

But events since Moore first ran to be 
Travis County’s top prosecutor have altered, 
perhaps permanently, how the public views 
and discusses rape. The 2016 trial of Brock 
Turner - the Stanford swimmer who sexual¬ 
ly assaulted an unconscious student behind 
a dumpster - brought to light the appall¬ 
ing reality of how rape is (mis)handled 
by our criminal justice system. Advocates 
like Amanda Lewis, co-founder of Austin’s 
Survivor Justice Project, say it’s shocking 
Turner spent any time in jail: “In the field, 


you know people don’t get held account¬ 
able, but you start to realize the outside 
world thinks they are.” 

Then the stories of Harvey Weinstein’s 
crimes broke in October 2017, kicking off 
the #MeToo movement. A year later, many 
watched in horror as accused assaulter Brett 
Kavanaugh ascended to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. Kelly White, co-CEO of the SAFE 
Alliance, the local nonprofit that works with 
sexual assault and domestic violence survi¬ 
vors, credits these two moments with “ele¬ 
vating” the conversation on sexual assault 
nationally. In Austin, that conversation was 
well underway amid the fallout from the 
collapse of the Austin Police Department’s 
DNA forensics lab and its failure to test 
hundreds of rape kits. Throughout Moore’s 
term, the “crisis” Garza describes has got¬ 
ten increasingly intense - leading to what 
many have described as a “perfect storm” 
of events that now dominates the 2020 pri¬ 
mary race. 

In the three years 
since Moore took office, 
collaboration between 
survivors, advocates, 
and law enforcement 
has broken down. 

Lewis, Martinson, and White say that in 
their decades of advocacy, they’ve never 
seen sexual assault gain this much clout in 
a political race. “I’ve seen the arc of time 
and change,” said White. “I’ve seen us 
come so far in understanding and recog¬ 
nizing child abuse and domestic violence, 
and the one that’s been the hardest is sex¬ 
ual assault. It’s about time it came to the 
forefront where we can shine light into the 
dark corners.” 

THE SURVIVORS’ LAWSUIT 

In June 2018, three women rape survi¬ 
vors filed a class action civil rights law¬ 
suit in federal district court against Moore, 
her predecessor Rosemary Lehmberg, 
the APD, and the city and county them¬ 
selves. The survivors’ lawsuit, which was 
amended that August with five additional 
plaintiffs, argues systemic failures with¬ 
in the local criminal justice system have 
not only harmed these survivors, but led to

gender-based inequitable treatment of all 
women survivors, which violates their Fourth, 
Fifth, and Fourteenth Amendment rights. 

While APD’s questionable handling of 
sexual assault cases has a starring role 
in the class action, Moore and her office 
are accused, at length, of discriminating 
against women survivors and perpetuat¬ 
ing a culture of “disbelieving, demeaning, 
and ignoring” them. It’s also alleged that 
Moore’s office fails to prosecute cases when 
the victim hasn’t been severely injured. 

The class action, which explicitly details 
the plaintiffs’ reported rapes, suggests 
there’s “overwhelmingly no justice” in the 
local criminal justice system, where rapists 
are repeatedly allowed to “walk freely to 
rape again.” As in other civil rights lawsuits, 
the plaintiffs do not seek damages, but 
an injunction ordering the defendants to 
reform their practices. In December 2018, 
U.S. District Judge Lee Yeakel heard the 
defendants’ motions to dismiss the case, 
but more than a year later, he has still not 
ruled on the matter. 

At a June 2019 Public Safety Commission 
meeting, Jennifer Ecklund, an attorney 
representing the survivors, said an addi¬ 
tional 75 to 100 women have reached out 
regarding the handling of their cases. More 
women, Ecklund assured, would add their 
names to an amended complaint (if and 
when Yeakel rules), concluding, “Sexual 
assault cases are not being filed and are not 
being prosecuted. ... Virtually no rapists are 
going to jail.” 

EMILY’S STORY 

At 24, Emily Borchardt is not going to 
become “a hateful person,” as she puts it. 
The young woman and her sexual assault 
case have made headlines across the state 
and nation over the last year after she filed 
a defamation suit, also in Yeakel’s court, 
in September 2019, accusing Moore and 
Montford of lying about her rape. Borchardt 
told me on a recent Sunday afternoon 
phone call that she filed it, “simple as it is, 
because the D.A.’s Office lied about me and 
I can prove it and it was the right thing to 
do.” (Moore and Montford filed a motion to 
dismiss in that case in November 2019.) 

“I felt more empowered, or, I don’t know, 
like I had more agency right after the 
assault - like I survived it. You know?” 
said Borchardt, one of the plaintiffs who 
joined the class action suit in August 2018. 
Her experience with the APD detective 
handling her case, and then with the D.A.’s 
Office, changed that. “It starts to take away 
that sense that you are a survivor.” 

As recounted in both lawsuits, Borchardt 
says she was kidnapped by her rideshare 
driver and taken to a local motel where 
she was brutally and repeatedly raped by

Untrue Statements of Fact by Montford 

Evidence of Falsity in APD File 

“[Emily] admits [that] she had consensual sex 
with the [third] guy in the second room, with 
the shower and all that. She tells the 
detective I had sex with him and it was 
consensual."’ Ex. B at 13:3-6, App. 0125 
(emphasis added). 

“[A]t the end of the day, they go and they get 
the DNA from the rape kit that was done, and 
there’s only one, the presence of DNA from 
one male, and it’s the guy that [Emily] says 
was consensual. So the guy next door, his 

DNA is found in her rape kit, ok? But that’s 
the guy who [Emily] says it was consensual, 
he says it was consensual, there’s not a rape 
there.” Ex. B at 13:19-14:1, App. 0125-26 
(emphasis added) 

“[I]f you believe [Emily’s] version of what 
happened, then you have to believe the rape 
happens in one room, and then she goes and 
after the rape, has consensual sex with 
another guy.” Ex. B at 14:21-24, App. 0126 
(emphasis added) 

“[Emily] admittedly ha[d] consensual sex 
after she was just raped.” Ex. B at 19:4-5, 
App. 19 (emphasis added) 

“I mean, I - we’re not going to be able to get 
over that hurdle of the fact that she goes right 
next door. Now, if she was saying it wasn’t 
consensual, that’s one thing.. .. But she says 

It was consensual.’’ Ex. B at 20:20—21:1, 

App. 0132-33 

APD file at 9: “Emily stated [that] ... all 

three subjects had sex with her without her 
permission . .. .” (emphasis added). 

APD file at 58 “[Emily] said she didn’t want 
to get into the show er . .. “ 

APD file at 14: “[Emily] said she never 
consented to having sexual intercourse. .. ” 
(emphasis added). 

Emily’s written statement, APD file at 178: 

“lie [the third man] took me back to his 
bed where he raped me... TT (emphasis 
added) 

Emily’s written statement, APD file at 179: “I 
tried to run to the door to get out but he 
grabbed me by the hair and pulled me back. I 
learned that trying to run aw ay or hitting him 
made things worse for me. I also learned that 
if I said or did the wrong thing, his mood 
would escalate into anger very easily. 
Throughout the morning he [the third 
man] kept forcing me to perform various 
extremely sickening sexual acts on him.” 
(emphasis added) 

Emily’s written statement, APD file at 178: 

“...he raped me again .... Afterward, I 
remember finally feeling so angry that I stood 
up and slapped him across the face and told 
him to just kill me. ... He struck me w ith 
his open hand on the side of my head, 
knocking me to the floor.” 


Borchardt’s request for a temporary restraining order against Moore and Montford 
(a public filing) included this side-by-side chart comparing Montford’s statements 
on the recorded phone call to Borchardt’s statements within her police file.

several men over the course of two days 
in January 2018. She was a UT senior at 
the time. According to a recent civil fil¬ 
ing, Borchardt received a sexual assault 
forensic exam shortly after her reported 
attack, during which the nurse “confirmed 
the presence of bruising consistent with 
strangulation” and said her body “showed 
signs of forced intercourse.” Four days later, 
according to the filing, Borchardt’s gyne¬ 
cologist “also confirmed obvious signs of 
forced intercourse.” 

Twice, the D.A.’s Office declined to pros¬ 
ecute Borchardt’s case - the first time 
before she was formally interviewed by 
Austin police investigators, when the three 
alleged rapists, one of whom previously 
served time for murder, claimed the sex 
was consensual. The second time came 
after Borchardt sat for two hours with APD 
and later provided a written statement in 
which she insisted she never consented, 
tried to escape, and feared for her life 
throughout the ordeal. (In her statement, 
Borchardt wrote: “I tried to run to the door 
to get out but he grabbed me by the hair 
and pulled me back. I learned that trying to 
run away or hitting him made things worse 
for me.”) Borchardt confirmed to me that 
neither Moore nor Montford - indeed, no 
one from the D.A.’s Office - ever spoke to 
her, before or after declining her case. 

However, as became public - notoriously 
so - last March, Montford did talk to Dawn 
McCracken, her former sister-in-law and a 
family friend of the Borchardts in Corpus 
Christi, who had reached out three weeks 
earlier to find out why the case had been 
declined. Throughout that 38-minute phone 
call, which McCracken recorded, Montford 
shared private - and seemingly false - infor¬ 
mation about Borchardt’s case according 
to the transcript included in Borchardt’s 
defamation suit. 

Specifically, Montford said that Borchardt 
told APD and indicated in a written state¬ 
ment that the rapes were consensual; 
the APD file contains no such document, 
nor does it say Borchardt consented to 
sex during any point in her kidnapping. 
Montford not only had access to the police 
file, but told McCracken she studied it “just 
before” calling. A chart included in a later 
filing in the lawsuit compares, side-by-side, 
Montford’s statements to McCracken and 
Borchardt’s statements within APD’s case 
file, showing a large discrepancy between 
the two. 

“In the beginning you’re in a state of 
shock or numbness,” Borchardt told me 
during our conversation, referring to the 
call. “You believe society operates accord¬ 
ing to certain principles, and then when 
that belief system is shattered, it’s ... I don’t 
know, there’s just this void or confusion or 


this sense of absurdity in regards to the 
whole thing.” 

Now, as the election nears and she and 
the other plaintiffs await Yeakel’s rulings 
in both cases, Borchardt says she “really 
dislike[s] the uncertainty I deal with every 
day - being held within a state of suspen¬ 
sion, not being able to fully move forward 
and embrace life.” She says the waiting 
game has meant she hasn’t really been able 
to heal from the assault, adding: “I feel like 
I spend more time dodging psychological 
land mines.” With the filing of the defama¬ 
tion suit, Borchardt said it “feels like I’m 
stepping outside the other plaintiffs ... to be 
scrutinized more by the public.” 

Yet her decision to go public, using her 
real name in the suits instead of a pseud¬ 
onym, “came out of the fact that I think it’s 
kind of a shame that still today, in our pro¬ 
gressive Western society, people still have to 


ascribe the word ‘brave’ to survivors who’ve 
lived through this and come forward, when 
in reality that stigma shouldn’t exist and it 
should be treated the same way any other 
crime would be.” 

When Montford’s statements first came 
to light, Moore defended her chief deputy’s 
actions, insisting in a media statement that 
“allegations of impropriety are unfounded.” 
Moore said Montford “believed she was pro¬ 
viding information” to Borchardt through 
an “intermediary acting on [her] behalf.” 
During our email interview, Moore confirmed 
Montford remains on her staff - and will 
maintain her title as first assistant if Moore 
is reelected. When asked if Montford had 
been held accountable for sharing private 
case information with a third party, Moore 
said she stands by her previous comments, 
adding: “As you know, I disagree with your 
assumptions and your characterizations.”

ABOUT PROSECUTING RAPE 

All sides of the issue, and in the cur¬ 
rent election cycles, agree that prosecuting 
sexual assault cases is inherently diffi¬ 
cult. Martinson has called them “histori¬ 
cally messy cases that prosecutors don’t 
love handling.” Lewis argues that the sys¬ 
tem itself is not set up to protect survi¬ 
vors; Moore and White note juries are still 
wishy-washy on rape cases, and Moore also 
reports that survivors struggle with stay¬ 
ing engaged in the lengthy, often painful 
process. Others, including former APD Sgt. 
Liz Donegan - a former SARRT co-chair 
and current candidate for sheriff - believe 
nothing will change without bringing more 
cases forward and educating jurors. 

Since taking office, Moore has argued 
some cases are declined because her pros¬ 
ecutors are tasked with proving - beyond 
reasonable doubt - that perpetrators acted 
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within the Texas Penal Code’s definition 
of adult sexual assault (Sec. 22.011). This 
requires penetration without the consent of 
the victim and suggests that a victim has to 
either fight back, be coerced, or be incapac¬ 
itated to establish lack of consent. In March 
2019, Moore told me that means more than a 
victim saying, “Hey, I don’t want to do this.” 

According to the survivors’ lawsuit, during 
a 2018 Circle C Area Democrats meeting, 
Moore reportedly described “nonconsensual 
sexual ‘incidents’ involving acquaintances 
of female victims” as “traumatic occurrenc¬ 
es” rather than sexual assault, and suggest¬ 
ed such attacks (which form the majority of 
sexual assaults) are not criminal. During the 
same meeting, Moore also allegedly stated 
that rapes “involving victims who had con¬ 
sumed alcohol or drugs are generally not 
prosecutable as criminal acts.” 

Moore’s opponent Martinson, in a media 
statement, acknowledged there are chal¬ 
lenges when prosecuting sexual assault 
cases where the victim has been drugged 
or is drunk, but wrote that “the Penal Code 
criminalizes sexual assault when someone 
has not consented.” She continued: “There 
is a network of trained and experienced 
expert witnesses in our community who 
can help educate a jury about memory 
impairment, both from trauma and from 
substance abuse.” 

In Texas, on average, it’s believed that less 
than 10% of survivors report to law enforce¬ 
ment. Annually, according to the survivors’ 
lawsuit, roughly 1,000 sexual assault alle¬ 
gations are made locally; only a handful of 
those make it to the D.A.’s desk. According 
to the D.A.’s Office, 13.5% of the cases it took 
to trial in 2019 were for sexual assault (seven 
out of 54 trials), up from nine out of 76 trials 
in 2018 and only one of 79 trials in 2017 (in a 
case involving a male victim). 

Moore says of 2017’s appalling numbers 
that the closure of APD’s DNA lab delayed 
“many” cases. Many sexual assault cases 
end in guilty pleas, but advocates worry 
many perpetrators plea to lesser offenses 
(of the 36 pleas obtained in 2017, 24 were 
for crimes other than sexual assault; of 48 
pleas in 2018, 29 were for other offenses, 
including 12 misdemeanors). 

As in other criminal justice matters, 
structural racism can also influence how 
cases move through the system. Moore’s 
opponent Garza says women survivors of 
color - over 50% of survivors in Travis 
County, he says - face a higher burden 
when seeking justice. Yet Amanda Lewis of 


SJP says that, in the eight years she’s been 
advocating in Austin, she’s never seen a 
conviction involving a Black survivor. 

According to Lewis, people tend to report 
when it’s “so bad they need to do some¬ 
thing” to prevent others from being vic¬ 
timized. For people of color who choose to 
report, Lewis said, it’s important that those 
cases move forward; otherwise, it only con¬ 
firms that the criminal justice system isn’t 
set up to protect them. 

On the campaign trail, Garza too has 
expressed this sentiment, often quoting 
that while Black Austinites make up only 
9% of Travis County’s population, 25% of 
the jail’s population is Black. (Different 
sources have different figures, but none 
dispute this disparity.) Calling our current 
system “broken,” Garza told me, “What I’ve 
seen, felt, and heard in conversations across 
the county is that the injustice that women 
are feeling and experiencing ... is the same 
injustice that people of color are feeling, 
that working class people are feeling.” 

CRIMES THAT “MATTER” 

In a quiet cafe, Lewis explained that in 
her opinion, Travis County has “flagged” 
the types of rape that “matter” - i.e., strang¬ 
er rapists, sober victims, rapes where a 
weapon is involved. Those, however, don’t 
represent the majority of assaults. What 
about Borchardt’s case, which would seem¬ 
ingly be one that “matters”? “Emily’s case 
just lends itself to more inconsistencies 
[within the system],” Lewis said. 

Another case Lewis cites is that of 
Marina Conner, also a plaintiff in the sur¬ 
vivors’ suit, who reported being raped in a 
Downtown parking garage. Despite physi¬ 
cal evidence - and a voice mail Conner left 
on a friend’s phone of her screaming “no” 
during the attack - her case was declined 
for prosecution because there was no DNA 
in her rape kit. 

According to Conner, Assistant D.A. Mona 
Shea told her that Moore’s office couldn’t 
prosecute her case without DNA evidence, 
due to the “CSI effect” - meaning that TV 
procedurals have misled jurors to believe 
DNA evidence is required for a conviction. 
“I feel like the ‘CSI effect’ is just an excuse 
for them to get away with trying less cases,” 
Conner told me. “I don’t doubt all the crime 
shows on TV have changed what juries 
expect, but that doesn’t mean you shouldn’t 
work as a prosecutor to overcome whatever 
perceptions the public have.”

In November, Borchardt sought a tempo¬ 
rary restraining order against Moore and 
Montford to stop the pair from making, 
directing, or encouraging others to make 
“statements that explicitly or implicitly 
state or suggest” she consented to her 
rape. According to her filing, Moore has 
continued to discuss the case on the cam¬ 
paign trail, referencing an Oct. 13 candidate 
forum in Lago Vista when the D.A. report¬ 
edly said, “In this case, the allegation that 
there were lies told or that it was a violation 
of victim privacy are unsubstantiated.” 

Calling victims liars “feeds into incred¬ 
ibly dangerous, painful, and disproven 
myths that women lie about rape,” attorney 


Elizabeth Myers, who along with Ecklund is 
representing Borchardt and the other plain¬ 
tiffs, told me. “It’s one of the reasons women 
won’t come forward. And this feeds into 
one of the most insidious false narratives 
about rape. To have a D.A. publicly align¬ 
ing herself with a perpetrator, supposedly 
wrongfully accused by all these women - it’s 
tone-deaf and also incredibly damaging.” 

The lawsuits have amplified the conver¬ 
sation both locally and nationally, with The 
New York Times, ProPublica, and Newsy all 
having covered Austin’s handling of rape 
cases. But many advocates say the system 
began splintering before a single suit was 
filed, with the breakdown of collaboration 
at the Austin/Travis County SARRT. 


THE BROKEN SARRT 

In mid-2017, Moore left the SARRT after 
its then-co-chairs sent a heated letter to city 
and county officials calling the APD rape 
kit backlog a symptom of a “diseased sys¬ 
tem that condones rape and does not hold 
perpetrators, or itself, accountable.” The 
letter was sent shortly after a mold-like sub¬ 
stance was found on 849 untested rape kits; 
at the time, Moore told reporters, “The most 
important thing is [the mold] didn’t affect 
the disposition of these cases. ... There’s a 
backlog, but that backlog is caused because 
these aren’t high enough priority to be fed 
into the capacity we currently have. It’s 
only for informational purposes; it’s not for 
prosecution.” The letter insists “each kit 


represents a survivor’s hope for justice and 
need for safety.” 

Moore has described the letter as “ugly,” 
and while those and subsequent SARRT 
leaders have asked the D.A.’s Office to return 
to the group, Moore has continued to decline 
invitations. I asked Moore in January if 
she would consider rebuilding connections 
with the SARRT and with advocate groups; 
Moore simply responded, “Of course. I am 
in favor of collaboration.” Days later, Moore 
elaborated that she plans to continue work¬ 
ing with “collaborative partners like SAFE.” 

The SAFE Alliance is part of Moore’s 
Interagency Sexual Assault Team (ISAT), 
formed in September 2017 with local police 
and sheriffs’ departments. Like the SARRT, 
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the ISAT seeks to increase the county’s effec¬ 
tiveness regarding “response, investigation, 
and prosecution of adult sexual assaults and 
to ensure that victim needs are being met.” 

“We’re doing that [work] with ISAT now,” 
Moore told me via email. “The important 
thing is the WORK not the organization that 
does it.” 

During the Chronicle Editorial Board’s 
recent endorsement interview with the 
D.A. candidates, Moore said the lawsuits 
need to be resolved before she’d consider 
working with SARRT, claiming the task 
force was “instrumental” in the creation 
of the lawsuits against her and responsi¬ 
ble for soliciting additional plaintiffs. At 
the Jan. 11 Northeast Travis County Dems 
and Black Austin Democrats endorse¬ 
ment forum, when Garza 
accused Moore of walking 
away from the task force, 
she responded: “This talk 
about walking away from 
SARRT, I don’t know what 
you would do if a group 
sued you, but that was 
what happened. We did 
not stop going to SARRT 
until they actively recruit¬ 
ed plaintiffs in their meet¬ 
ings and my people felt 
very uncomfortable.” 

Martinson, during the 
Chronicle meeting, vehe¬ 
mently disagreed with 
Moore, insisting SARRT 
had no part in the lawsuits 
or soliciting survivors. Her fellow SARRT 
members also dispute the D.A.’s version of 
events, noting Moore exited the group a year 
before the lawsuit was filed. In the meet¬ 
ing, Moore also said the issues of strained 
collaboration between advocates and law 
enforcement began before she arrived 
- leading advocates to wonder why the 
self-proclaimed reformer D.A. would turn 
away rather than try to fix what was broken. 

“A LONG-HELD RAGE” 

Though Martinson said frustration over 
Moore exiting SARRT helped propel sexual 
assault issues into the current D.A.’s race, she 
believes the D.A.’s tensions with advocates 
date back even earlier, to when Moore cleaned 
house before taking office in late 2016. As the 
Statesman reported at the time, 17 attorneys, 
12 investigators, and six administrative staff 
retired or were removed under Moore. 

While it’s common to see turnover when 
newly elected officials take office, some of 
the prosecutors Moore chose not to retain 
were ones whom advocates considered 
experts in sexual assault cases, including 
former SARRT co-chair Dana Nelson, who 
worked to secure the grant that helped fund 
Moore’s Adult Sexual Assault Unit. Moore 


told me only 12 veterans of Lehmberg’s 
office who applied to work under her were let 
go - and only four of them had prosecuted a 
sexual assault trial between 2010 and 2016. 
(According to her numbers, only five sexual 
assault cases went to trial in those years.) 

When deciding who to retain, Moore said 
she took into account “trial strength, adher¬ 
ence to ethical standards, work ethic, and 
team spirit” to build a “team that would 
provide superlative service to the State and 
this Office,” noting the D.A.’s Office is “now 
prosecuting more cases than when those 
people worked here.” 

SAFE’S Kelly White agrees the county 
has “come a long way” since then, but over 
the course of the last fiscal year, ending in 
October, SAFE’S forensic nurses handled 
661 sexual assault exams. 
“That’s a lot,” noted White 
(although not all of those 
survivors sought to report 
to law enforcement, which 
SAFE does not require). 
While White declined to 
discuss Moore, the law¬ 
suit, or the firings specif¬ 
ically, she noted that the 
low number of prosecu¬ 
tions before Moore took 
office - when combined 
with APD’s rape kit back¬ 
log and the national con¬ 
versations around sexual 
assault - spurred advo¬ 
cates and survivors to call 
“bullshit.” 

“It came out of a long-held rage,” said 
White. “People have for way, way too long 
been angry - all people, but let’s be honest, 
sexual assault is largely a crime against 
women by men. Often women are discount¬ 
ed and blamed, called liars. It was building, 
and the culmination is coming out in [the 
district attorney] race.” (To a lesser extent, 
it’s also playing out in the sheriff’s race, 
where incumbent Sally Hernandez also 
eventually left the SARRT and now faces 
Donegan in the primary.) 

Over the course of reporting this story, 
several people declined to speak with me 
both on and off the record for fear of retal¬ 
iation by Moore and the D.A.’s Office. “It’s 
real,” Lewis told me candidly. “This is the 
most powerful law enforcement official in the 
county, and yeah, I think that retaliation has 
been pretty widespread.” Lewis believes that 
in Travis County and even statewide, “law 
enforcement sees any criticism as a threat to 
their power and their credibility instead of an 
opportunity to do better.” Moore responds: 
“These charges are baseless. Neither I nor my 
office engage in retaliation toward critics. I 
suspect there is a political agenda motivating 
these false charges so close to an election.”

“FALSE POLITICAL RHETORIC” 

Moore tells me she’s worked since 
“Day One” to address the unmet needs 
of survivors - creating the Adult Sexual 
Assault Unit, with two prosecutors trained 
to support victims and witnesses, along 
with a grant-funded position for a Victim 
Navigator to help survivors stay engaged in 
the process. (The general unresponsiveness 
of the D.A.’s Office is one of the complaints 
put forth in the survivors’ lawsuit.) 

While campaigning, Moore has accused 
advocates and survivors of bullying her and 
the office; she told me a better way to put it 
would be that “unfair and inaccurate” state¬ 
ments have been made about the people in 
her office. According to Moore, the “truth 


is that this office has greatly increased” 
resources and focus on sexual assault inves¬ 
tigations and prosecutions. “I am always 
offended when voters are misled by false 
political rhetoric. But most of all - I hate 
what this false narrative does to discourage 
victims to report.” 

Over the last year, Moore has worried to 
the media that the lawsuits and ongoing 
coverage of the controversies would have a 
negative effect on victims coming forward, 
and in 2019, SAFE reported a decline in 
survivors seeking services - the first in four 
years. But Lewis argues that a decline in 
reporting “is an indictment of our system.” 
She admits that “being honest” about the 
system’s realities could likely make fewer 
people feel confident in reporting, but said 
local advocates “believe in radical transpar¬ 


ency and informed consent. People should 
know what’s going to happen - what they’re 
getting into. It’s that knowledge that will 
hopefully push our systems to change.” 

If change doesn’t happen, Lewis says 
the fault falls on the people in power - 
who in Travis County are instead issuing 
blame: “They’re saying, ‘It’s not that we’re 
not doing a job, it’s that you’re talking 
about it.’” But staying silent, says Lewis, 
only maintains the status quo. “If you 
don’t talk about systemic issues, they’re 
going to keep happening and maybe get 
worse - versus talking about it, and maybe 
it gets better.” 

Borchardt echoed Lewis’ sentiments, tell¬ 
ing me she feels Moore “criticizing women 
who do come forward, who use their names, 
is dissuading other victims from coming 


forward. It’s like she’s saying that women 
who choose to speak out and hold the sys¬ 
tem accountable are out of line, when [in 
reality] speaking out is what’s caused some 
changes to be made, at least temporarily.” 

Still, Moore insists she’s committed to 
supporting survivors, noting that rape is 
a “terrible crime” and a “very emotional 
issue.” Over the years, “deep dissatisfaction 
and anger over the law, criminal justice 
system, and the unmet needs of victims 
have built up,” and now she says her office 
is working to reverse the “ingrained culture 
and legal issues that make these cases diffi¬ 
cult to prosecute.” 

Moore says there’s “no question” there 
are some cases “where the [rape] accusation 
is true, but we simply don’t have enough 
evidence to pursue the case,” which she 
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described as “one of the most horrible 
and painful experiences a prosecutor deals 
with.” Yet Lewis and Martinson say basic 
victim rights are not being addressed. Aside 
from prosecution rates, Lewis said, “There 
are processes in place to [ensure] survivors’ 
rights are being respected.” 

Those rights, which include access to 
case information and regular contact with 
prosecutors, are as important to advocates 
as convictions. According to an August 
statement from Martinson, over the past 
few years, she’s heard from “dozens of vic¬ 
tims” who say the same thing about work¬ 
ing with the D.A.’s Office: They “did not 
feel believed, their cases were minimized, 
and [they] felt re-traumatized by having 
reported their cases.” 

In regard to victim contact and prosecu¬ 
tion, Moore said, “I very much understand 
the desire to have your day in court, and 
the rage and pain and desire to see perpe¬ 
trators brought to justice. Emotionally, I 
want that to happen for every single victim. 
But I am charged by the state of Texas 
with the job of only pursuing cases where 
evidence meets a certain threshold.” Moore 
emphasized that this legal restriction is on 
the books to “protect the falsely accused.” 
Referencing the Central Park Five - the 
Black Harlem teenagers wrongfully con¬ 
victed of raping a white woman in 1990 
- Moore noted that Black men are “dispro¬ 
portionately victimized with false accusa¬ 
tions.” (Though finding an exact number 
is difficult, experts say false accusations 
are rare; neither RAINN, SAFE, nor UT’s 
Institute on Domestic Violence & Sexual 
Assault share this statistic.) 

WHAT HAPPENS NEXT 

In the wake of #MeToo, as early vot¬ 
ing nears, Travis County residents will be 
asked to consider where they, too, lie on 
the conversation around sexual assault. 
“Everyone’s asking, ‘This is so widespread, 
what are we doing about it?”’ Lewis says. 
That question has spurred a local move¬ 
ment where voters, advocates, and survi¬ 
vors are seeking accountability from the 
people in power. 

If elected, Martinson and Garza both 
promise to return to the SARRT in an effort 
to resume greater collaboration. Both say 
they’re eager to work closely with advocates 
and survivors to improve the system. Moore 
promises to continue building on ISAT 
and her Sexual Assault Unit. But moving 
forward will take work, regardless of who 
wins. As Lewis summed up, whoever sits in 
that office has to want to progress through 
a “process of being honest and owning” 
their part. Ultimately, it’s trust that has to 
be rebuilt, because without trust, Lewis 
said, “You don’t get to the bigger issues that 
require honesty and transparency.” ■

Candidates jockey to champion criminal justice change

Unscrew the locks from the doors! 

Unscrew the doors themselves from their 

jambs! 

Walt Whitman, Leaves of Grass 

Everybody supports “criminal justice 
reform.” Advocates across the entire polit¬ 
ical spectrum trumpet their support for 
reducing, redesigning, or replacing Amer¬ 
ica’s “carceral state.” On the right, it takes 
the form of calls for increasing public safety 
while cutting costs, insisting on “personal 
responsibility” instead of social context, 
while finding cheaper means of impris¬ 
onment or surveillance. On the left, the 
range of proposals is broader: exchang¬ 
ing rehabilitation for retribution, reducing 
arrests and imprisonment for nonviolent 
offenses (especially drug possession), pro¬ 
moting restorative justice, etc. ... shading 
into “wraparound social service” solutions 
rather than only prosecution and prison. 

Ask Travis County Democratic primary can¬ 
didates and voters what they mean when they 
advocate “criminal justice reform,” and you’ll 
receive a range of answers. They can be as 
extensive as the “13-Point Plan” proposed by 
County Attorney candidate Laurie Eiserloh: 
Her list runs from better prosecutorial intake 
procedures through reduced enforcement of 
minor offenses to establishment of a mental 
health center, to more efficient uses of tech¬ 
nology. A simpler definition was suggested 
by a layman, Austin Firefighters Association 
President Bob Nicks. “To me, criminal justice 
reform means not devoting our law enforce¬ 
ment resources to minor, nonviolent crime - 
but focusing those scarce resources on serious 
crime, especially violent crime.” 

Especially in the judicial and prosecuto¬ 
rial campaigns, candidates highlight their 
remarks with “criminal justice reform,” 


running the gamut from Nicks’ simple 
formula to Eiserloh’s more elaborate break¬ 
down. The most common specific reforms 
are two: eliminating the cash bail system 
that discriminates against poor defendants, 
and moving resources away from nonvi¬ 
olent crimes (particularly drug crimes) 
toward more aggressively prosecuting vio¬ 
lent crimes: murder, rape, assaults - espe¬ 
cially sexual assaults. 


There are three related Democratic pri¬ 
mary campaigns in which these ideas are 
most prominent: District Attorney, County 
Attorney, and County Court at LawNo. 4 judge. 
In one way or another, the 10 Democratic can¬ 
didates among those three races are express¬ 
ly committed to “criminal justice reform.” In 
theory at least, there shouldn’t be much to 
argue about, except who is perhaps truly the 
best “reformer.” In reality, there’s plenty of 
argument - even some bitterness - through¬ 
out the campaigns, and considering the three 
of them together can provide a fuller sense of 
what Travis County officials mean when they 
brandish the term “reform.” 


FAILURES OF COMMUNICATION: 
THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY RACE 

Most rancorous of the three campaigns 
is that for Travis County District Attorney, 
where incumbent Margaret Moore faces 
aggressive challenges from Workers Defense 
Project co-director Jose Garza and attorney 
Erin Martinson. Moore has a lengthy record 
as a prosecutor (in various offices) and two 
stints as an (appointed) county commission¬ 


er, and was elected in 2016 in the wake of the 
organizational disarray that followed prede¬ 
cessor Rosemary Lehmberg’s drunk-driving 
arrest and prosecution. She campaigned 
as a “reformer” and points to a series of 
accomplishments in that vein: reorganiz¬ 
ing the office and dismissing some pros¬ 
ecutors judged subpar performers (there¬ 
by generating some backlash); reducing to 
misdemeanors (from state jail felonies) the 
vast majority of low-level drug and theft 
prosecutions; increasing prosecutions and 
convictions for sexual assault and family 
violence; acting to reduce racially discrim¬ 
inatory impacts of the system; and creating 


specialized units - adult sexual assault, fam¬ 
ily violence, and notably a Civil Rights Unit 
to address discriminatory prosecutions (and 
to review all police-involved shootings). 

Her opponents each insist that all of this 
is too little, too late. Garza’s strongest advo¬ 
cacy is for radical reform or elimination of 
the cash bail system that is keeping some 
pretrial inmates in the Travis County Jail 
who can’t afford their court-assigned bond. 
Martinson was recruited to run by advo¬ 
cates who condemn the D.A.’s handling of 
rape/sexual assault cases, and while she 
joins Garza in supporting bail reform, her 
harshest criticisms are of what she says 
is negligence in the treatment of sexual 
assault victims. 

“They [the prosecutors] don’t care about 
the victims,” Martinson told the Chronicle, 
“and I know that because they come to me 
[as an advocate] and say they aren’t listened 
to and get no communication.” Despite 
the rising prosecution numbers, Martinson 
says the situation has actually gotten worse 
during Moore’s three-year tenure. (Her 
charges are reinforced by the federal law¬ 
suits filed against the D.A. by some victims. 
Moore - and County Attorney David Esca¬ 
milla - says she can’t respond substantively 
while the litigation is pending.) 

Moore answers her opponents by reiterat¬ 
ing the actual progress the office has made, 
and says they willfully underestimate the 
complexities of programmatic changes in 
the criminal justice system. On cash bail, 
she notes that while judges actually assign 
bonds, the county has in place a “robust” 
personal bond (release on recognizance) 
system that releases more than 70% of those 
arrested, and is pursuing ways of increasing 
that number. (Garza gives that percentage

a “C-” grade, measured against a few juris¬ 
dictions elsewhere whose percentages are 
higher.) Moore counters that there are rea¬ 
sons other than poverty that keep some pre¬ 
trial inmates in jail, including the level of 
offense, multiple charges, and other factors. 
On sexual assault, Moore cites the growing 
numbers (more than 200) of prosecutions 
since 2017 (135 guilty pleas and trials), and 
also notes that she was rebuilding that pro¬ 
cess after it was derailed by the headline 
failures of the Austin Police Department’s 
DNA lab. 

“We can’t just fix these things by the D.A. 
issuing a memo to the judges,” Moore says, 
“unless you want the response to be just the 
judges rolling their eyes.” She argues that 
local law enforcement requires extensive 
collaboration among several different agen¬ 
cies - courts, police, prosecutors (felony and 
misdemeanor), and Commissioners Court 
- and that every incremental step requires 
research, outreach, consensus (and funding). 

Moore’s opponents respond that the 
D.A. is offering insufficient excuses for 
not moving more quickly. “It’s always 
somebody else’s fault that these reforms 
aren’t taking place,” says Garza. He and 
Martinson point to the 2017 breakdown of 
collaboration between local sexual assault 
advocacy groups and the law enforcement 
representatives as evidence that Moore 
can’t handle public criticism; she responds 
that collaboration is impossible in an atmo¬ 
sphere of relentless accusation (and subse¬ 
quent lawsuits). 

WHOSE EXPERIENCE COUNTS? 
THE COUNTY ATTORNEY RACE 

In the County Attorney race, the current 
debate hasn’t been as vitriolic, and (thus far) 
hasn’t turned as decisively on the subject 
of criminal justice reform as has the D.A. 
race. Instead, the most consistent thread 
has been which candidate is most precisely 
qualified to succeed retiring incumbent 


Escamilla and therefore to pursue the range 
of reforms that (everybody agrees) need 
action. The debate also conforms to the spe¬ 
cific demands of the office - responsibility 
for misdemeanor prosecutions rather than 
felonies, as well as Travis County’s repre¬ 
sentation in civil matters. 

The candidates represent quite a range 
of experience: former Judge (and Assistant 
County Attorney) Mike Denton; current 
Assistant C.A. Laurie Eiserloh (who’s also 
worked for the state and city); Austin Mayor 
Pro Tern Delia Garza (former city firefighter 
and assistant attorney general); and crimi¬ 
nal defense attorney Dominic Selvera. All 
are committed to reforms now reflexive in 


criminal justice discussions: decarceration, 
bail reform, reduced emphasis on nonvio¬ 
lent crimes (especially low-level drug offens¬ 
es), more proactive prosecution of domes¬ 
tic violence (with better social services), 
expanded diversion courts, and so on. 

Selvera, a Democratic Socialist, is cam¬ 
paigning generally to the left of the oth¬ 
ers; his default policy positions include 
complete abolition of cash bail and the 
“Portuguese model” of drug reform. The 
latter would mean decriminalization of all 
drugs (not just marijuana), and treating all 
drug use solely as a public health question 
(either treatment or simply no harm/no 
action; he acknowledges that would require 
major changes in state and federal law). 

The other three candidates each point 
to documented records of reform. Eiserloh 
has been a prominent defender of gay 
rights throughout her legal career, begin¬ 
ning with her days as executive director of 
the state Lesbian and Gay Rights Lobby 


(now Equality Texas); she cites her work 
with the city of Austin to achieve domestic 
partner benefits and her legal fight against 
anti-gay legislation and the anti-immigrant 
Senate Bill 4. Garza also promotes the City 
Council’s opposition to SB 4, while citing 
her own policy work to reduce racial dis¬ 
crimination, decriminalize homelessness 
(more generally, poverty), and to increase 
budget support of social services (a useful 
skill before Commissioners Court). 

Denton points to his long record of 
reform in establishing and then presid¬ 
ing over County Court at Law No. 4, the 
overburdened domestic violence court. He 
advocated for such a court while serving as 


head of the C.A. criminal division and was 
elected to and presided over it since 1998. 
As Denton recounts it, his court was crucial 
to reversing public and official neglect of 
intimate partner violence, taking family 
violence seriously, and first prosecuting 
and then presiding over cases that earlier 
would have been overlooked or dismissed 
as unserious. 

“Over the years,” Denton says, “that court 
and those reforms have led to lower domes¬ 
tic homicide rates in Travis County - as I 
understand it, the lowest rate of major cities 
in Texas.” Denton argues that the alleged 
CCL4 “backlog” - sharply criticized by the 
criminal defense bar - is in fact a “caseload” 
problem, and he has persistently asked 
county commissioners (thus far in vain) to 
create a second domestic violence court. 

On the civil side, Denton and Eiserloh 
have each argued that the C.A.’s Office 
should take a more aggressive stand against 
corporate polluters (and on environmental 


questions generally), and Denton adds that 
he would sue state government (and specifi¬ 
cally Gov. Greg Abbott) for unfair state man¬ 
dates on local jurisdictions. Garza has made 
similar statements, emphasizing “pushback 
against state overreach” on such discrimi¬ 
natory policies as voter suppression. 

With so much agreement on policy, the 
candidates distinguish themselves on spe¬ 
cialized experience and “insider/outsider” 
distinctions. Denton and Eiserloh are long¬ 
time Travis County courthouse habitues and 
veterans of the C.A.’s Office, which they cer¬ 
tainly consider strengths. Their campaigns 
have raised eyebrows over what they consid¬ 
er Garza’s limited legal experience (she has 
been largely “inactive” as an attorney while 
serving on Council) and her lack of direct 
experience with the C.A.’s Office. Garza cites 
her courtroom experience in the attorney 
general’s Child Protection Division - and 
says it might well take an “outsider” to make 
managerial decisions long-timers wouldn’t 
try. As a defense attorney, Selvera argues he 
can bring a fresh perspective from the other 
side of the courtroom - and less deference to 
the officeholder courthouse culture. 

TOO MUCH REFORM ALREADY? 
COUNTY COURT AT LAW NO. 4 

Curiously, Denton’s promotion of his 
record (as prosecutor and judge) in family 
violence matters is a more contentious issue 
in the CCL4 judge race than in his own. The 
race pits incumbent Judge Dimple Malhotra 
against two criminal defense attorneys, 
Margaret Chen Kercher and Tanisa Jeffers 
(also an Austin Municipal Court associate 
judge). All three were candidates for interim 
appointment by the Commissioners Court, 
and after some awkward political jockeying 
among the commissioners, Malhotra - then 
head of the D.A.’s new Family Violence 
Unit, and formerly chief prosecutor in this 
very court - eventually got the nod (“Travis 
County Prosecutor to Fill County Court at 
Law Judicial Seat,” Oct. 8, 2019). Now the

former finalists are facing off against each 
other in the primary. 

Malhotra says it is precisely her experi¬ 
ence as a family violence prosecutor that 
has prepared her well for this judicial seat. 
“Everyone impacted by domestic violence,” 
she says, “including the accused, deserves a 
judge ... who understands the complexity of 
these cases ... and who can balance passion 
with the necessary impartiality demanded 
by fairness.” Her opponents say they fear 
her experience as a “career prosecutor” 
suggests potential bias against the defense 
- that argument runs as a subtext in the 
candidates’ public exchanges. 

It is also part of a larger argument over 
Denton’s legacy in CCL4. Some members of 
the defense bar complain that the “culture” of 
the court has made their jobs unfairly difficult 
because “the pendulum has swung too far” in 
favor of accusers over the accused, and that 
even the default terminology (e.g., domes¬ 
tic violence “victims” or “survivors” rather 
than “accusers”) presumes guilt rather than 
puts that question before the court. Shortly 
after Malhotra was appointed, the Austin 
Criminal Defense Lawyers Association wrote 
to the new judge, asking her to address the 
“backlog” (i.e., delay) of cases, to grant more 
personal bonds, and, more broadly, to undo 
what they consider the court’s atmosphere 
of partiality toward accusers, including too 
much influence of victims’ advocacy groups. 

Malhotra has since addressed the case¬ 
load issue, getting agreement from other 
judges to accept “non-intimate partner 
cases” of misdemeanor violence (estimated 
at 10-15% of the total), reducing continu¬ 
ance requests, and scheduling more trials. 
She told the Chronicle she doesn’t agree 
that the advocacy groups (who assist those 
requesting protective orders) exert undue 


influence, and she has reached out to the 
defense bar for collaboration going forward. 

It’s too early to tell if Malhotra’s changes 
will mollify the defense bar (or improve the 
process of justice in CCL4), and it’s unlike¬ 
ly that they will have much effect on the 
foreshortened primary campaigns. But the 
arguments serve to illustrate that “criminal 
justice reform” is often (as Margaret Moore 
has remarked) “in the eye of the beholder.” 
The people demand less punishment, fewer 
prisoners, better equality of treatment - 
and also that cops, prosecutors, and judg¬ 
es arrest, convict, and incarcerate “violent 
criminals” without hesitation or remorse. 

We’re all criminal justice reformers now - 
but quite often the arguments for “reform” 
reflect either curious contradictions or sig¬ 
nificant omissions. For example, essential¬ 
ly all the candidates in these races have 
expressed an informal consensus that we 
overprosecute low-level drug offenses, and 
that in the wake of the Legislature’s hemp 
legalization, we should no longer test for 
THC content in cannabis or K2: “The tests 
are both expensive and unreliable,” is the 
common refrain. 

All well and good. Yet in those same cam¬ 
paign discussions, there has been little or 
no mention of the recent Downtown crisis 
of K2 overdoses, or of the burden that drug 
market imposes on neighbors and busi¬ 
nesses. Similarly, there has been virtually 
no discussion of gun violence - either that 
associated with local drug dealing (marijua¬ 
na along with the rest) or the more general 
plague of gun violence that afflicts Central 
Texas as it does the whole nation. These are 
serious, communitywide law enforcement, 
prosecution, and judicial concerns, and 
thus far we haven’t settled on the “reforms” 
that might substantively address them. ■

Renee Davis on 25 years 
with Harriet Tubman in the 
dance drama Sister Moses

Renee Davis knows Harriet Tubman. 

She has, it’s fair to say, been walking in 
her footsteps for a quarter of a century. For 
in the dance drama Sister Moses: The Story 
of Harriet Tubman, she is Sister Moses - 
and has been since Arizona-based Desert 
Dance Theatre premiered it in 1993. Every 
year the work has been presented - includ¬ 
ing this year in Huston-Tillotson University’s 
King-Seabrook Chapel - Davis has taken on 
the role of Tubman, from her life of slavery 
and escape from it through her work with 
the Underground Railroad and, later, the 
abolitionist movement. 

Davis had no intention of staying in the 
role so long, but when the show was created, 
neither she nor Marion Kirk Jones and Lisa 
R. Chow, her fellow co-artistic directors at 
DDT back then, had any idea how popular it 
would become. “We affectionately call it our 
‘Nutcracker of Black History Month,”’ says 
Davis. As a result, it’s been remounted every 
year since, with Davis faithfully reprising her 


performance, whether the show’s been in 
Arizona or Austin, where Davis has been able 
to produce it a handful of times since moving 
to the city in 1998. 

In all that time, Davis has never tired 
of being Sister Moses. She says, “Renee 
Morgan Brooks, the Narrator/Voice of 
Harriet, and I often speak of the deep spiri¬ 
tual and emotional connection we feel with 
Harriet and the weight of the responsibility 
to portray her story with every fiber of our 
being. It keeps us going strong and when 


asked how it feels, our first response is 
always that it is truly an honor to come 
together each year to inspire another gen¬ 
eration of students or to teach another 
audience about this courageous woman. 
Dancing the role for so many years has also 
taught me about myself and given me the 
confidence to realize that wisdom, artist¬ 
ry, and experience can still have a valued 
place onstage in the midst of a culture that 
is generally focused on youth, on special 
effects, etc.” 


While Davis has remained a constant in 
Sister Moses through the years, the produc¬ 
tion itself has changed with almost every per¬ 
formance. That’s because the creators made 
space in it for individuals and groups in the 
communities where it’s presented to partici¬ 
pate and contribute to the show. Sometimes 
that’s by acting in walk-on parts, dancing with 
the company, or playing and singing the spiri¬ 
tuals in the score; sometimes it’s performing 
in the half of the program preceding Sister 
Moses. The latter might be dancing, as with 
a capoeira dance company or Austin’s Ballet 
Afrique presenting African dance, or music, 
as with a jazz pianist playing a composition 
inspired by Langston Hughes’ “A Dream 
Deferred,” or the Huston-Tillotson Concert 
Choir singing the spiritual/protest song 
“Woke Up This Morning With My Mind Stayed 
on Freedom.” 

If Davis has her way, she’ll be walking in 
Harriet Tubman’s footsteps for many years 
to come. She aspires to make Sister Moses 
an annual event here as it has been in 
Arizona, where children who saw it decades 
ago have grown into adults and now share 
it with their children - and even take roles 
in the annual revivals. Davis sees Sister 
Moses ’ message making a difference: 
“Dancing the role of Harriet has positively 
shaped my dreams and possibilities for the 
future at a stage of life when I fully expected 
to have retired from dancing after raising my 
family. Her spirit inspires me and should be 
a role model for all because of her humility, 
selflessness, and determination in the face 
of adversity to ‘do the right thing’ regardless 
of personal risk.” ■

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THE TURN OF THE SCREW

A man of considerable wealth and power. A 
young woman anxiously seeking employment. 
Unreasonable demands by him that she’s not 
to question - demands that highlight the uneven 
power dynamic between them. Intimations of 
indecent relations. We’ve seen this situation 
before, and it never ends well. So it is in The 
Turn of the Screw, but despite the salacious 
sounding title, Henry James’ novella takes a dif¬ 
ferent path to its distressing conclusion, one in 
which the young heroine doesn’t suffer unwant¬ 
ed attentions from a man but from ghosts. 
She’s a governess whose charge to care for two 
children at a remote country estate brings her 
into contact with malevolent spirits. Or does it? 

Ever since the tale’s publication in 1898, 
readers and critics have debated whether the 
governess is truly the victim of supernatural 
forces or just of her own unsettled mind. The 
adaptation that Filigree Theatre has mounted 
does nothing to resolve the question. Playwright 
Jeffrey Hatcher’s spare, two-actor take provides 
no specters onstage - not so much as a bloody 
Banquo - only the governess’ expression of hor¬ 
ror when she believes she sees the apparitions. 

And there is horror on the face of Paulina 
Fricke-Fox’s Governess in Filigree’s staging. 
Swallowed in darkness - black backdrop, black 
clothing, and just enough light to illuminate the 
actors’ faces - Fricke-Fox in those moments 
takes on the stricken look of one trapped in a 


nightmare, forced to confront something abom¬ 
inable. That aspect is in sharp contrast to the 
one she wears in the opening scene, when her 
character is working to impress the London 
gentleman who has advertised for a governess. 
Then, Fricke-Fox beams, her cheery smile and 
bright eyes trying to mask her nerves over the 
position that the gentleman coolly describes in 
mysterious terms and which, he tells her, will 
subject her to great loneliness. (James Lindsley 
makes this gentleman so aloof that he might be 
speaking to her from another room.) Fricke-Fox 
diligently charts her character’s journey from 
an eager-to-please soul to a troubled one as 
she learns that the previous governess, now 
dead, and a valet, also dead, were involved not 
only with each other but also possibly the chil¬ 
dren, then ultimately to a terrified one as she 
becomes convinced that the eerie figures she 
sees are the former governess and valet work¬ 
ing to possess the children. Fricke-Fox’s increas¬ 
ingly desperate demeanor could be read as that 
of someone in a frantic battle to save children’s 
souls from an unearthly evil, or that of someone 
who’s been lost to madness. 

Beside Fricke-Fox every step of this harrowing 
way is Lindsley, first as the remote gentleman, 
then as the estate’s housekeeper, Mrs. Grose, 
and the boy Miles, whose recent behavior at 
his school was wicked enough for him to be 
expelled permanently. Lindsley’s Mrs. Grose is 
as warm as his gentleman is frosty, projecting 
graciousness and decency, though in an under¬ 
stated way - a servant’s way, knowing her place 
and never stepping beyond it; she lives to help, 
and Lindsley makes clear that she tries to be 
the governess’ ally, to the degree that she can. 


In his Miles, on the other hand, you can sense 
mischief just below the surface, a desire to go 
beyond what’s proper, to break the rules. And in 
a surprising moment, he does, to creepy effect 
here. That moment plays off the production’s 
ghost-story atmospherics so effectively that you 
may wonder if there are malicious phantoms 
lurking in the dark around you. 

That dark has been carefully crafted by the 
creative team - the funereal Victorian outfits by 
Jennifer Rose Davis; the limited lighting, evoking 


midnight in a haunted mansion, by Alison Lewis; 
the escalating tension orchestrated by Filigree 
Producing Artistic Director Elizabeth V. Newman 
- and it serves them well, right up to the last 
moment, when the governess’ fears about the 
ghosts are whipped into a frenzy, and the result 
is tragic. That’s when all the lights go out, and 
in the blackness we can savor the uncanny thrill 
we get from such stories, and ever so briefly be 
the unseen spirits that give us such pleasurable 
scares.

There’s something I’ve never said in all my 
years of reviewing theatre, and as my editor is 
my witness, I’ll never say it again. Here goes: 

All the criticisms I can offer of Zach Theatre’s A 
Night With Janis Joplin don’t matter. If the audi¬ 
ence is moved to tears of joy and people are on 
their feet celebrating, then something special is 
happening, and maybe that’s okay. 

At a recent preview performance, people in 
the audience sang along, clapped, danced, and 
cheered. They were pretty well on board from the 
beginning, but once Janis (Mary Bridget Davies) 
sang the first notes of “Piece of My Heart,” 
the deal was done. A glance around the house 
showed over a hundred faces being thrown back 
to what must have been some amazing mem¬ 
ories with that song for a soundtrack. (Do we 
want to know? Possibly not.) Even my guest - 
someone not inclined to clap and sing along at 
a rock concert - was on her feet. 

A lot of this is due to Davies’ turn as Janis. 
You can quibble with how much she looks like 
her or whether her physicality is spot-on, but 
for real, y’all: that voice. She nails it. How 
exactly she manages to nail it night after night 
without killing her instrument? No idea. In fact, 
she sounds more like Janis than Janis did live. 
Davies - who was nominated for a Tony Award 
for her performance of the role on Broadway - 
takes your every memory of Joplin’s recorded 


music and gives a live performance so good, it 
may never have existed in reality. (That’s accord¬ 
ing to YouTube, because I’m too young to know 
firsthand. Yeah, boomers.) 

The show features not just Janis, of course. 

It also gives us the amazing music of some of 
the women who influenced her, Black singers 
who were geniuses in their own right. To some 
ears, these ladies ought to have the show to 
themselves. That’s no slight to Davies but a nod 
to how remarkable the other women are - both 
in life and as embodied by the performers who 
sing with Davies in this production. Starting with 
"Tell Mama,” when Etta James (Tawny Dolley) 
struts back and forth upstage, it’s a great 
reminder that Janis wouldn’t have been Janis 
without the jaw-dropping talent of many Black 
women singers. With any luck, the creators of A 
Night With Janis Joplin will give us A Night With 
Aretha Franklin soon. 

As a play, A Night is distinctly less than. The 
dialogue is thin, the plot nonexistent. Janis 
recites details from her life like an eighth-grade 
book report. The depression and addiction that 
led to her early death are all but unaddressed 
except with a few swigs from an onstage bottle. 

But maybe it’s not really a play. Maybe it’s a 
glorified Janis impersonation, without apologies. 

And you know what? That’s okay. It really is.

DAY TRIPS

South Padre Island gradually emerged from the winter morning 
fog on a recent weekend as the rest of the state shivered in an arctic 
blast. By midafternoon, the temperature climbed into shorts weather. 

Winter is an ideal time to visit the southern tip of Texas. The 
hotels have seasonally adjusted rates, the restaurants aren’t crowded, 
the beaches are clean and clear, and the fish are biting in the 
Laguna Madre. 

Despite its reputation as a spring break destination, SPI is 
growing up to be quite a foodie town. F&B, short for Food and 
Beverage, is the newest fine-dining establishment. The Sea Ranch 
Restaurant and the Painted Marlin Grille are reliable dining 
stalwarts. Pier 19 Restaurant and Bar captures the funky beach 
ambience with good food and a great view. 

Sightseeing and fishing cruises depart from Pier 19 on the southern 
end of the island. Capt. Eve Garcia says more than 600 kinds of fish 
swim in the waters around the island in the summer, but in the fall 
and winter, the fish tend to be meatier. 

A lifelong resident of the island, Garcia says one of the most inter¬ 
esting new arrivals to the area is the SpaceX spaceport across the 
bay at Boca Chica.

A Taste of Madhu 


Chocolatiers Gupta and Curelop raise the bar(s) with spice

The small room smells like lemons. Not 
like chocolate, surprisingly, but lemons. 
That’s because slices of lemon will be added 
to the chocolate for the newest bar - 
lemon and coriander - created by Harshit 
Gupta and Elliott Curelop for their Madhu 
Chocolate company. And now the smell 
makes perfect sense. 

Not just sense, but perfect sense, because 
the lemon-and-coriander bars will be join¬ 
ing the other Indian-spiced flavors of 
Madhu bars - the rose-and-pistachio, the 
saffron, the dark masala chai, the coconut- 
milk-and-cashew, and so on - and, from 
what we’ve tasted of the company’s offer¬ 
ings thus far, a new addition of that sort is 
nothing less than a logical conclusion. Or 
maybe even what you’d call a genius move. 
Because these guys, who moved to Austin 
from Seattle in 2016, who weren’t really 
planning to start a chocolate business, this 
pair of chocolatiers knows what the hell 
they’re doing. 

“We have a very distinct identity to our 
chocolate,” says Gupta, who relocated in 
2008 from Jaipur, India, to the U.S. “When 
we were thinking about this entire thing, 
we didn’t want to make just another choco¬ 
late - like, oh, 70 percent from this country, 
80 percent from this farm - we didn’t want 
to get in that same loop, because that’s 
already there. You go into Whole Foods or 
Central Market and there’s a huge wall of 


chocolate doing that already. We wanted to 
do something different, and we wanted to 
introduce these Indian spices. Not to take 
the chocolate experience out of it, but to 
include the spices into it. So we do it in a 
way that the spices don’t overwhelm the 
palate, so you can taste the chocolate.” 

“When you look at Indian chocolate in 
America,” says Curelop, “people default 
to a certain familiarity. So there’s a lot of 
garam masala chocolate, which, I don’t 
know, but we’re not going to be making 
that anytime soon.” 

“Garam masala and all of that,” notes 
Gupta, “those are attributes of savory food 
and don’t go so well with sweets. But carda¬ 
mom, saffron, pistachio - these are all good 
with sweets. We use them in hundreds of 
desserts which we have in India. So our choc¬ 
olates have a parity with some kind of Indian 
dessert - you taste one and you’re like, ‘Oh, 
this tastes like kheer,’ or something like that.” 

And when Curelop says “we,” he means 
exactly that: It’s just him and Gupta, work¬ 
ing with beans sourced from the Tumaco 
region in Colombia. Even now that they’re 
operating commercially, even now that 
their wares are featured at the Austin air¬ 
port and being carried regionally in Whole 
Foods Market, it’s still just the two of them 
working out of a few repurposed rooms in 
the Rentsch Brewery on the north end of 
Georgetown, cranking out all those rect¬ 


angles of shiny brown and delightfully 
spiced goodness. 

“We’re able to make 300 bars a day, at this 
point,” says Curelop. 

“What happened was,” says Gupta, 
“we started out in the farmers’ market at 
Mueller. And we were making the chocolate 
in our home, so we were under that cottage 
law kind of thing. We started in September 
of 2018, and we knew that to move beyond 
the farmers’ market - because of the law - 
we had to move into a commercial space, to 
start selling it to wholesale and retail and 
all that other stuff. But, that September, we 
were making 40 bars a day, 
and they were selling well. 

And then, around November 
and December, we started 
making 80 a day.” 

“It was taking us, to make 
80 bars,” says Curelop, “about 
the same amount of time as it 
does to make 300 now.” 

“Because we were hand¬ 
wrapping each bar, too,” 
points out Gupta. He smiles, perhaps rue¬ 
fully, remembering. “We had printed paper, 
and you have to glue each of them. So we 
were doing this, all the wrapping, while we 
were watching Netflix - just folding and 
wrapping, folding and wrapping.” 

Curelop laughs. “You get to the point 
where you can do it blindfolded and back¬

ward,” he says. ‘You don’t even have to look.” 

But now the industrious treatmongers - 
who named their company Madhu because 
that’s the Indian word for “honey” and 
“sweet,” and it’s also the name of Gupta’s 
mom - now they’re looking to the future. 
“You can do a lot with just two people, that’s 
for sure,” says Curelop. “But as we grow, yes, 
we’ve started looking to find people for part- 
time employment. Because it’s turned into 
a seven-days-a-week thing, a 10-hours-a-day 
job. We’ve reached the point where we real¬ 
ize, yeah, we’re gonna need help eventually.” 

“It’s no longer a farmers’ market kind of 
thing,” says Gupta. “When we 
first started making choco¬ 
late, we weren’t thinking, ‘Oh, 
we’re gonna make a business 
out of this,”’ says Curelop. “It 
was more, ‘I like to tinker with 
stuff. This is a fun hobby.’” 

“We were looking to have 
our own business in some 
form,” says Gupta. “We just 
didn’t know what it would be.” 

Well, as the orders continue to flood in, 
they’re certainly aware of it now. And if you 
didn’t know of Madhu Chocolate before, 
dear reader, we can recommend making 
an acquaintance with any one of their 
wonderfully packaged bars sometime soon. 
Unless, that is, you have some odd aversion 
to ... flavor? ■

Rhapsody in Weird 

Beyond the fridge magnets: Becoming Leslie looks at 
the tough truths of Austin’s homeless hero

This documentary portrait of well-known 
Austin icon Leslie Cochran fittingly debuted at 
the 2019 SXSW Film Festival. The instantly 
recognizable figure roamed Austin’s Downtown 
and south-of-the-river sidewalks and businesses, 
regularly drunk and homeless. But it was his 
wit and convention-challenging attire that made 
him stand out. Leslie always wore a thong 
with a short skirt over it sometimes, women’s 
heels, fake breasts, and the 
occasional tiara and boa. Even 
his chosen non-gendered name 
Leslie fit with his cross-dressing 
getups. His fans were legion. To 
young rebels, Leslie embodied the spirit of “to 
thine own self be true” or the bumper-sticker 
sentiments of “Keep Austin Weird.” 

Leslie would pick up spare change by 
performing odd jobs or posing bare-assed for 
tips from tourists and denizens of Austin’s 
Downtown nightlife. He acquired some national 
attention (and income) after paper-doll refrig¬ 
erator magnets of his likeness were sold as 
souvenirs, and his name was dropped by a few 
celebrities while extolling the uniqueness of 


Austin on late-night talk shows. Becoming Leslie 
attempts to ferret out the man behind the 
self-invented myth. Dead in 2012 at the age of 
60, Leslie had only lived in Austin the last 15 
years of his life or so. Not much of one to talk 
about himself and his personal history prior 
to becoming Leslie sometime during his 40s, 
this documentary fills in some of the blanks 
of his earlier life for those who choose to 

learn more about the walking 
(and three-wheel-bicycle riding) 
cypher. 

First-time director Tracy 
Frazier pries what little she 
can from Leslie about his life before coming 
to Austin. She also gleans information from a 
few family members, people who befriended 
him and provided him with temporary shelter, 
as well as law enforcement figures who would 
arrest him on drunk-and-disorderly complaints 
(often for his own protection). Leslie was a 
provocateur who ran three times for mayor of 
Austin, and wrote regular diatribes about the 
city’s treatment of the homeless on cardboard 
signs. His ass cheeks often displayed such

sentiments as “APD, Kiss This.” Thus, it comes 
as little surprise that Leslie’s sisters comment 
on his deeply embedded need for attention, 
as well as the traumatic abuse he experienced 
as a child and the troubling legacy of being a 
surviving twin whose mother blamed Leslie for 
the death of the unborn fetus. His need for 
attention certainly grew during his flamboyant 
Austin years, but there is also the part of his 
life he spent in Seattle and a tiny Colorado town 
where everyone knew him as “Trapper Al.” Much 
of the material in the film was also captured by 
photographer and hairdresser Ruby C. Martin, a 
friend who would touch up his graying hair. 

Like most portraits of icons, Becoming Leslie 
dips into hagiography, although the film does not 
seem as worshipful as it is surface-deep. His 


alcoholism, disorderly conduct, and extensive 
arrest record are covered incompletely in the 
film and seem only to add to his popular legend 
and renegade allure. It seems to me that Leslie 
was more an avatar of the Make Austin Weird 
sentiment than its iconic embodiment. Often 
it appeared as if his fans and gawkers were 
goading Leslie’s drunken behavior rather than 
appreciating the eccentricities he made palpa¬ 
ble. Before Austin cheerily adopted its weird¬ 
ness slogan, people were moving to this part 
of Central Texas because a tolerant community 
allowed them to let their so-called freak flags fly. 
In recent years, Leslie allowed people to feel a 
certain proximity to weirdness without crossing 
into the danger zone themselves. Becoming 
Leslie exposes the true price of nonconformity.

O COME TO DADDY

’’Happy families are all alike; every unhappy 
family is unhappy in its own way,” wrote Tolstoy. 
Longtime New Zealand-based producer and 
Fantastic Fest mainstay Ant Timpson’s feature 
debut takes Leo’s axiom as a starting point and 
then runs it straight into the gaping maw of a 


surrealist familial homecoming-cum-com- 
ic nightmare. Given the minimal - albeit 
excellent - cast and the film’s maximal 
rollercoaster of shifty mood swings and 
its increasingly paranoiac atmosphere 
of disorienting dread, it’s no wonder Come to 
Daddy lingers in the mind long after the final, 
emotionally revelatory denouement. 

Wood plays Norval, a wannabe hipster- 
mustachioed man-child who arrives at the loom¬ 
ing Pacific Ocean beach home of the father who 
abandoned his family decades before and has 
not been seen or heard from since. That is, until 
Norval was summoned to this remote outpost 
by a letter from dear old Dad. Old, yes, but 
dear? Oh, no. As played by Canadian national 
treasure McHattie ( Pontypool , the Soska Sisters 
remake of David Cronenberg’s Rabid), Norval’s 
father is a hideous scum demon, prone to 
guzzling outrageous amounts of booze - early 
on, Norval admits to his own prior issues with 
alcohol dependency - and verbally, mentally, and 
ultimately physically showering his milquetoast 
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offspring with unremitting abuse. Who is this 
crazed Daddy Dearest, and why did he call 
for Norval to visit after a veritable lifetime of 
self-imposed absence? To answer those ques¬ 
tions fully would enter into the territory of major 
spoilers; suffice to say there’s oh so much more 
going on here than meets Norval’s eyes and 
ears. (Not least of which are an ongoing series 
of eerie midnight cacophonies and after-night¬ 
fall clambers begging the question is Norval 
normal? Or is he slowly slipping into midnight 
madness? Wake in fright indeed.) 

Writer and frequent Timpson collaborator 
Toby Harvard ( The Greasy Strangler, The ABCs of 
Death 2) has penned an increasingly unhinged 
narrative that runs the tonal gamut from The 
Tenant-era Polanski to hallucinatory pandemo¬ 
nium worthy of early Nicolas Roeg, all the while 
steadfastly refusing to kowtow to audience 
expectations. Some viewers may be put off by 
the whiplash 180-degree mindfuck that arrives 
like a flaming crossbow bolt to the amygdala 
midway through, but genre fans familiar with the 
work of actor and Ben Wheatley regular Michael 
Smiley probably wouldn’t settle for anything 
less. Come to Daddy is a stylistically impres¬ 
sive and disconcertingly lovely shot across the 
absurdist bow that plays havoc with genre con¬ 
ventions and as such impresses with its utterly 
unique take on father/son reunification and the 
perils thereof.

ALAMO S. LAMAR 

O GRETEL & HANSEL

With only two directing credits to his name, it’s 
a testament to the skill of Osgood Perkins that 
he is considered one of horror’s most exciting 
filmmakers. The Blackcoat’s Daughter, Perkins’ 
debut feature, remains one of the standout horror 
films from the previous decade. Meanwhile, / 

Am the Pretty Thing That Lives in the House is a 
neu-tragic take on the American ghost story. 

Now Perkins is back with Gretel & Hansel , an 
updated retelling of the Brothers Grimm story. 
Unapologetically targeted to teenagers (Perkins 
had to fight to secure a PG-13 rating) Gretel & 
Hansel makes a strong case for allowing chil¬ 
dren to push past the boundaries we’ve set for 
them - up to and including watching this sur¬ 
prisingly violent fairy tale in theatres. 

With an absent father and a mother who 
has retreated from the horrors of plague-ridden 
Europe, young Gretel (Lillis) and Hansel (Leakey) 
must learn to fend for themselves. Their jour¬ 
ney leads them to the door of Holda (Kriger), 
an elderly woman who lives in the woods and 
- unlike the rest of the village - never seems 


to lack for food. The two children strike a deal: 
They’ll cook and clean her property in exchange 
for food and shelter. Holda quickly agrees. 

As Hansel busies himself around the property 

- determined to prove his worth as a provider 
with a blunted axe - Holda fixates on the older 
sister and begins to whisper sweet promises of 
power in Gretel’s ears. “Think less, my pretty, 
and know more,” she tells her young guest, 
before finally issuing the girl her ultimatum. For 
Gretel to ever be self-reliant or powerful, she 
must be willing to sacrifice that which is dearest 
to her. 

This last bit details the fascinating subversion 
at the heart of Perkins’ film. The aim of Krige’s 
witch is more complicated than mere suste¬ 
nance. Holda recognizes the power in Gretel 

- the same power that once pushed her down 
her own dark path - and she longs to recruit the 
young woman to her cause. If Gretel chooses to 
embrace destruction, this will validate Holda’s 
personal decision and give her the companion¬ 
ship she so desperately seeks. Krige finds both 
anger and sadness in the character of Holda; 
watching her gently tease out Gretel’s darkness 
is just one of the film’s many pleasures. 

The film’s biggest strength may just be its 
decrepit settings. Many fairy-tale adaptations 
focus on the woods, choosing to make the 
very trees themselves the source of darkness 
and threats. Instead, Gretel & Hansel finds its 
menace in buildings. Water-stained halls, black 
metal tool sheds, and clay basements are 
some of the more dangerous locations the two 
children will encounter, reinforcing the idea that 
actual danger comes in the shape of man. 

Perkins also populates his feature with little 
anachronistic touches that are meant to temper 
the film’s more oblique reference points. One 
key contributor is the half-electronic score by 
Robert Coudert (Maniac). Coudert, who goes 
under the screen name of Rob, helps locate 
the film at the level of contemporary allegory 
without ever losing its Gothic roots. Perkins also 
provides his characters with little dialogue flour¬ 
ishes meant to blend the past and the present. 
Despite the film’s florid prose, Hansel’s petu¬ 
lance often takes on a modern vibe. Holda’s 
admonishments to the two children echo these 
same qualities. 

Ultimately, Gretel & Hansel is a fascinating 
stylistic step forward for one of horror’s most 
promising directors. It also serves as a wel¬ 
come continuation of unflinchingly mature con¬ 
tent for adolescents. If your only problem with 
Lukas Feigelfeld’s Hagazussa is that it did not 
explicitly cater to 14-year-olds, then you will be 
thrilled to see what Perkins and company have 
dreamed up. This is YA horror at its finest.

The unifying theme for this year’s Best Documentary 
shorts selections is undoubtedly one of trauma, and the 
most sobering of these shorts is “In the Absence,” which 
covers the 2014 sinking of the South Korean ferry MV Sewol. 
“Life Overtakes Me” explores the rare condition known as 
Resignation Syndrome, where perfectly healthy children slowly 
shut down until they enter a coma-like state. Set in the after- 
math of the Ferguson protests, “St. Louis Superman” explores 
the collective trauma of a community impacted by decades 
of gun violence. “Walk Run Cha-Cha” tells a very different 
type of survivor story, this time of lives reconstructed after 
the Vietnam War.

Opener “A Sister” is a com¬ 
pact, taut thriller that rapidly accelerates into a crash course 
in how to build nail-gnawing suspense with little more than 
some expertly executed cross cutting and a single sterling 
performance. Canadian-Tunisian co-production “Brotherhood” 
tackles a familiar familial theme from an altogether new 
angle but still manages to drag at a relatively short 24 min¬ 
utes.

Body Rock Turns 10 


A decade ago, Jonathan and Ghislaine 

M ah one moved from Providence, R.I., to 
Austin and began hitting music at house 
parties and community centers. Local spinner 
Eddie Campos connected with the husband- 
wife duo at one such gathering. Still emerg¬ 
ing in the scene himself, he invited the cou¬ 
ple to help fill a monthly spot at Red River 
venue Plush. 

As Riders Against the Storm (aka 
Chaka & Qi Dada) and DJ Chorizo Funk, 

all three became Austin music institutions. 
Their performance umbrella Body Rock 
regularly packs out local spaces. More than 
a monthly dance residency, the brand 
celebrates 10 years this Saturday 
at Empire Garage with New York 
DJ Tony Touch. 

“Our culture at large does not 
have the proper words for what 
we do,” explains Qi Dada. “It 
comes from an Afro-spiritual reflec¬ 
tion. It is absolutely a wellspring of 
something missing in people’s lives 
a space that is truly nonjudgmental.” 

“Like people go to the Greenbelt for reju¬ 
venation, that’s what Body Rock is,” adds 
Chaka. “It’s a source of energy and power.” 

“You go to church and pray. It’s a format,” 
he continues. “This is our format. This is 
how we pray on the dance floor, shouting 
and yelling and screaming. This is how we 
find ourselves.” 

After launching at Plush, Body Rock estab¬ 
lished at now-shuttered Downtown lounge 
Loft 718 with a wheelhouse of tributes, 
including Erykah Badu, Outkast, and 



Prince. Like any good worship ser¬ 
vice, there’s a familiar flow to the 
proceedings. Chorizo Funk sets the 
vibe with Afrobeat, dancehall, and 
Latin mixes, propping up Chaka and 
Qi Dada’s MC tag-team. 

Dance contests, maybe an 
impromptu performance of RAS’s 
“Booty Sweat,” and featured guests 
spanning late Oakland legend Pam 
the Funkstress to Jurassic 5 
member DJ Nil-Mark stoke what Qi 
Dada calls “debaucherous energy.” 

“We build up the anticipation to a 
critical mass,” adds the show 

DJ, also a member of the Austin 
Boogie Crew. “Then we’ll nod to 
each other, stop the music, say 
a couple words, and bam! We 
get into it.” 

Local performance artist 

Florinda Bryant compares Body 
Rock to lost Austin residencies 
Hip-Hop Hump Day and DJ Mel’s 

Mondays at Nasty’s. 

“It’s no small undertaking to create a safe 
space for so many different kinds of people,” 
says Bryant. “To give marginalized people an 
opportunity to feel free in our bodies is so 
powerful. It changes how you move through 
the world in your day to day. 

“I couldn’t even tell you how many times 
Body Rock has saved my life.” 

Said salvation picked up followers through 
years at Sahara Lounge, a move to Empire 
Control Room, and the past year back at the 
former venue. Panelists unpack the cultural 



go-to this evening, Feb. 6, 7-9pm, at the 

George Washington Carver Museum. The 

founders chat ahead of panelists Bryant, DJ 
Chicken George, and Queen Deelah. 

Hosted by the Six Square Black Cultural 
District, the event reads: “The heightened 
need for safe and inclusive community space 
due to rapid population growth quickly made 
the party an oasis.” 

Alongside an announced hiatus from 
Riders Against the Storm’s influential RAS 
Day concert, citing decreased funding from 
Austin’s Cultural Arts Division, Body Rock 
realigns in 2020 too. Some six pop-ups 
across Austin venues will replace the monthly 
model, hopefully with increased sponsorships 
to maintain Body Rock’s $10 ticket. 

“In everyday life, people don’t present 
their most vulnerable parts,” adds Chorizo. 
“It’s amazing to witness that through music. 

It taps into some of the best qualities 
of humanity.”

A working group of musicians, indus¬ 
try workers, and advocates met for 
the first time Monday, Feb. 3, to begin 
sleuthing out use of $3 million for local 
music’s so-called Live Music Fund.

If 
that’s not enough to launch your week, 
nonprofit Austin Texas Musicians now 
hosts a “Night Shift” every Monday at 
Beerland, open to civic chatter and an 
onstage jam.

Long Center, on Hotel 
Occupancy Tax fund use: 
“Honestly, if the hotels are 
behind it [and] we come 
up with a good plan and 
put it forward, and it’s 
generally speaking within 
state law - the [Attorney 
General’s Office] wouldn’t 
get involved at all. Until 
somebody cries foul.” 


• Graham Reynolds, com¬ 
poser and a music commis¬ 
sioner, on a standard wage for 
musicians: “I would be very 
careful about stifling creativity 
and pricing original music out 
of the market ...

That kind of 
liberty would be very difficult 
to ask for a standard profes¬ 
sional fee.” 


• Caren Kelleher, founder and 
president of Gold Rush Vinyl, on 
a possible collaboration with the 
city: “About 50 percent of all our 
clients have never pressed vinyl 
before. They find the cost upfront 
to be really scary, but the [return 
on investment] on vinyl is so high. 
There must be ways through city 
education or financial resources 
to help with that burden, so musi¬ 
cians have merch on the table. ... 
If you’re going to get 300 records 
done, it could cost $2,100 to do, 
but you’re going to make $6,000 
on it.”

Terry Allen on everything but especially his new album 
Just Like Moby Dick by doug freeman 


“One of the things I’ve always tried to 
do when I make a record is to make it 
one thing,” offers Terry Allen over Sunday 
lunch at Taqueria Vallarta, not far from his 
South Congress condo. “No matter what 
it entails as far as type of music, themes, 
stories, whatever, it seems critical to me 
that you make it be its own world. Not that 
they’re necessarily concept records, but just 
that idea of a world.” 

Allen’s still riding the energy from the 
previous night’s show at the Paramount 
Theatre, where he led the 10-piece 
Panhandle Mystery Band through the 
entirety of Just Like Moby Dick. Like most 
of his work since 1975’s astounding debut 
LP Juarez, the new album unfolds a uni¬ 
verse all its own, balancing the deeply famil¬ 
iar with the bizarrely uncanny in its distinct 
mix of honesty and humor. Creating such a 
macrocosm runs throughout the songwrit¬ 
er’s career since jettisoning Lubbock for 
California after high school and becoming 
a groundbreaking visual artist in addition 
to a premier Texas songwriter (see “Tale of 
Tale Spinner,” Dec. 19, 2003). 

Hinging on vivid characters and nar¬ 
ratives, with ordinary lives often wrung 
extraordinary through ferociously poetic 
wordplay and expansive humanity, his dis¬ 
cography presents a uniquely Southwestern 


mythos unfurled in the contradictions of 
the landscape’s endlessly expanding hori¬ 
zon. It’s a world that beckons for escape, 
but paralyzes with a beauty that blooms 
against devastating vastness - a tension of 
movement and minutiae. 

And yet, Allen’s first long-player since 
2013’s Bottom of the World didn’t immedi¬ 
ately cohere for its author, so he put a mix 
of the recordings in his truck’s CD player 
and drove. 


“That’s the first thing I always do, put it in 
motion,” he says. “But the timing just didn’t 
work. I couldn’t figure the sequence out.” 

The breakthrough occurred via a line 
delivered offhand as the chorus of “Sailin’ 
on Through” swelled to a close. 

“I said that on a fluke, ‘just like Moby 
Dick,”’ he laughs. “I think the impact of that 
song was just going through all the shit in 
your life that everybody does. We’ve lost so 
many people the last couple of years, close 
people, so in a weird way it became a tribute 
to that, but also about 
endurance and the resil¬ 
ience of getting through 
it. So I always thought 
of it as a metaphor. 

“It’s about the whale, 
not Ahab. It’s that beat- 
up whale with scars, 
nicks, and harpoons.”

o spent the last few years delving into his past, 
z teaming with North Carolina label Paradise 
of Bachelors to reissue Juarez and his semi¬ 
nal 1979 LP, Lubbock (on everything), as well 
as last year’s multimedia compilation Pedal 
Steal + Four Comers. And following the 
death of Guy Clark in 2016, he took on a com¬ 
mission to create a sculpture with his friend’s 
ashes, which will be unveiled at the Wittliff 
Collection in San Marcos later this year. 

“I’ve been buried in the past,” admits 
the longtime Santa Fe resident. “We did 
the reissues, and I had the retrospective 
of all my older art [“The Exact Moment It 
Happens in the West” at the L.A. Louver 
gallery last year]. Then Texas Tech took 
my wife and my archives, so we took about 
eight years putting all that stuff together. 
That was monumental. 

“I was itching to do some new music 
and new pictures,” he continues. “I wasn’t 


anticipating it, but we started doing these 
workshops of getting together and writing 
songs, and it all just kind of fell in line.” 

The workshops that spawned Just Like 
Moby Dick emerged from Allen and wife 
Jo Harvey’s 55th wedding anniversary cel¬ 
ebration in Marfa in 2017 (see “Page Two: 
The Good Songs We Need to Sing Together 
and Loud,” July 14, 2017). That gathering 
of artists and musicians became an annual 
intimate retreat, featuring members of his 
new band like Charlie Sexton and Shannon 
McNally alongside old 
comrades Joe Ely and 
Dave Alvin. 

“Joe and I, for the 
first time in 40 years, 
sat down and swapped 
songs - just the two of 
us in the theatre,” he 
recalls. “Then Charlie 
came in and the three of 
us did the same thing. 
That’s the most collab¬ 
orative I’ve ever been. When we wrote 
‘All These Blues Go Walkin’ By,’ five of us 
worked on it and I’d never done anything 
like that. It wasn’t about what I’m contribut¬ 
ing, but totally about what’s going on with 
the song, and I think that’s why it’s been so 
productive. When we’re working, it’s wide 
open and it feels pretty rare.” 

For Allen, it all comes back to movement 
and finding new directions to explore. 

“I’ve always been interested in the stuff 
you don’t see in a person, the other side 
of something, of an idea or an object or a 
motion,” he says. “It’s where I usually find 
my curiosity taking me and that’s a lot more 
exciting to deal with, whether it’s a song or 
sculpture or writing, whatever. That takes 
you somewhere you haven’t been.” ■

TERRY ALLEN & THE PANHANDLE MYSTERY RAND 

Just Like Moby Dick (Paradise of Bachelors) 

When he isn’t dropping off truckloads of his work at every port in media, multidimensional artist 
Terry Allen splits the difference between imagination and experience. On Just Like Moby Dick, he hot¬ 
shots another off-the-radio-dial studio LP clean across a flat open road paved with cement sparkle 
and double lined with satire and tenderness. Whether he’s Smokin’ the Dummy (1980) or “Sailin’ on 
Through” as the white whale does here on a lounge-chair-sage clincher, the ex-panhandler puts Allen 
on everything. Between his vocalist grit, with a little bit of nose and quiver, and slow-jounced piano 
chords, which laze back and forth like a beached, post-country Buffett adrift in sea shanty sway, there 
pools puddles of secret sauce - the words. Perhaps the first and possibly the last person in America’s 
far country-swathed corners to rhyme “appendicitis” with “abandonitis,” Allen’s lyrical knack for looking 
sideways while smiling through a story enhances the daylight diffusion of the album’s Carole King- 
esque studio lightness of being - aerated and mastered by Brooklyn-based Josh Bonati. Allen can’t 
take all the credit for the fun, as it’s a friends and family affair: Jo Harvey Allen, Bukka Allen, Bale 
Allen, and Kru Allen, not to mention co-producer Charlie Sexton, co-writer Joe Ely, and vocalist Shannon 
McNally, who steals the last leg of the show as she soars above the big top in “City of the Vampires,” 
a carny polka stomp that creeps through the shadows like an inverted “Wonder of It All.”

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“Are you ready?” croaked Piotr Wiwczarek. 
“Time to die.” 

As chronicled in the pages of Decibel mag¬ 
azine, the Polish death metal headliner then 
led his four horsemen on an hourlong charge 
- the kind that elicits too-close-to-home World 
War II descriptors: blitzkrieg, bombardment, 
annihilation. Onstage inside the three-story 
Rams Head Live in Baltimore (think a cylindri¬ 
cal ACL Live), Vader 
packed three decades’ 
and some 15 albums’ 
worth of global rampaging 
into a fast, sleek, torpedo- 
grade summation of their 
entire career. Maryland 
Death Fest 2017 respond¬ 
ed in kind. 

“Vader, Vader, Vader!” roared the house 
of heshers. 

Four years earlier in San Antonio at DIY 
holdout Korova, the Poles managed the same 
primal propulsion from the floor rather than a 
four-foot-high stage. At ground level, Wiwczarek 
lunged, crouched, and howled, the band behind 
him stoically following his path forward 
with grim, Eastern European determination. 


Extremity met a universal chord deep inside 
a metallurgic maelstrom. 

Vader’s most recent studio LP of original 
material, 2016’s The Empire, bottles the 
same. Including the following year’s highly 
rated Dark Age, a do-over of 1992 debut 
long-player The Ultimate Incantation, the 
group’s last decade of recording bonds an 
indelible summit. 2011’s Welcome to the 

Morbid Reich, then Tibi et 
Igni three years later, and 
finally The Empire form a 
DM triumvirate perhaps 
unequaled in the genre 
over the same time span. 

The Empire in particular 
somehow smelts all metal 
- heavy, death, black - into a seamless 
whole wherein 50 years of aural ore coalesce 
into 33 minutes of unrelenting but still spa¬ 
cious sonic thrust. As such, it almost plays 
out as an audio illusion. Where does one 
subgenre start and another end? The Empire 
finally sees follow-up this year. 

“You fucking sick motherfuckers,” 
Wiwczarek told MDF.
